POLLING PLACE 
CONSOLIDATION 
10 BE SOUGHT 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Single Voting Site in 
Each Precinct to Be 
Provided in Bill — 
Present System 


Called Ridiculous.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 6 
-—enactment of legislation re- 
quiring consolidation of poll- 
ing places for all state, local 
and special elections held the 
same day will be sought in the 
Missouri Legislature before the 
assembly adjourns May 31, it 

Was announced today. 

Senator Floyd R. ’Gibson 
(Dem.), Independence, will in- 
troduce a bill requiring that a 
single polling place be set up 
in each precinct, so that voters 
will not be forced, as they 
were in St. Louis county and 
elsewhere in the state last 
Tuesday, to go to as many as 
four separate voting places to 
cast ballots in municipal, dis- 
trict and special elections. 

Gibson, president pro tem of 
the Senate, said he believes the 
present “ridiculous” system can 
be corrected by a general state 
law, which would supersede and 
repeal all conflicting provisions 
of existing election laws. 

Although the time for intro- 
duct'on of legislation has ex- 
pived, Gibson said he antici- 
p tes no opposition to suspen- 
sion of the rules to permit pres- 
entation of his bill. He ex- 
pressed confidence that the bill 
could be passed within the 
eicht remaining weeks of the 
1957 legislative session. 

Previous Criticism. 

Passage of such a law was 

urged yesterday by St. Louis 


County Supervisor Luman F.|, 


Matthews ahd two members of 
the county election board, who 
were sharply critical of the 
present system of multiple poll- 
ing places. This system, they 
declared in statements to the 
Post-Dispatch, ds inconvenient 
and confusing, and discourages 
many voters from casting bal- 
lots in elections. 

Meanwhile, State Representa- 
tive A. Clifford Jones (Rep.), 
Clayton, announced he would 
introduce a_ resolution next 
week to authorize appointment 
of an interim legislative com- 
mittee to study state election 
law revision. The scope of the 
inquiry would cover the “fan- 
tastic” St. Louis county voting 
problem, he said.

proper practices in some labor 
| unions and some industry. 

“The magnitude of this in- 
vestigation is just beginning to 
appear,” chairman John L, Mc- 
Clellan (Dem.), Arkansas, told 
a reporter whom he permitted | 
to explore at random some. of 
the letters. He said the out- 
pouring of complaints was far 
bigger than anything he had 
expected, and shows no sign 
of abating. 

No Identities Divulged. 


McClellan placed one restric- 
tion on the examination of the 
files—no names could be re- 
ported nor unions and cities lo- 
cated, because it is still “raw 
material” on which staff mem- 
bers have not yet had time to) 
check. He said he feared in- 
justices might result from pre- | 
mature disclosures. 

“We're afraid of the goons!” 
This refrain, in various words, 
from various places, was re- 
peated often in letters from 
writers who begged not to be 
named publicly. ‘“We are afraid 
of reprisai I would lose 
my job... I’m afraid for my 
family.” These and other pleas 
mark many of the letters, some 
of them sent anonymously, but 
a considerable number bearing 


the senders’ names and ad- 
dresses. 
Most of the 20,000 letters 


have been read personally by | 
Paul Kamerick, a staff lawyer, 
but the job got too big and has 
been split up. The letters are 
being indexed for future check- 
ing. 

It does not take much read- 
ing to find a pattern to the 
complaints, which come from 
coast to coast. In letter after 
letter the writers contend that 
rank and file members of some 
unions have lost control to un- 
ion officers, and that the inter- 
national union officials control 
the locals—under “‘self-perpetu- 
ating’ devices to hang on to 
their offices. 

Staff researchers said that in 
nine of every 10 allegations of 
mis-appropriation of union 
funds by officers, there is an 
accompanying allegation of tie- 
ups between union officers and 
racketeers. They said the mis- 
appropriations, if they are 
proved, would amount to mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The case of the union local 
in which the members allegedly 
were shifted but the pension 
fund was not is not the only 
charge of this type, the re- 
searchers said. 

There also are “a large num- 

ber” of allegations that union 
members retired after contribu- 
ting for years to pension funds, 
and were told when they 
claimed a pension that they 
“are not eligible.’ The com- 
plainants contend they never 
were told why not. 
There were similar complaints 
about union men who were told 
they were “not eligible” to col- 
lect from hospitalization bene- 
fits funds, but also were not 
told why not. 

“It is not clear yet why they 
were not able to collect,” one 
staff investigator said. “It will 
be clear before we're through 
—we fondly hope.” 

Collusion Charged. 


Cases of ,alleged collusion 
between labor unions and em- 
ployers have been ticketed al- 
ready for hearing in Los An- 
geles and New York City, The 
committee file contains reports 


| of “quite a number” of others, 


the investigators say. 

| These allegedly range from 
| cases in which employers were 
| “blackmailed” into deals with 
certain union officers or go- 
betweens, to others where the 
employers seemed happy 
| enough to “pay a labor of- 
ficial $10,000 or so, because it 
was cheaper than having to 
give 2000 workers a $5 a week 
raise,”’ as one aid put it. 

Complaints of alleged “strong- 

arm tactics” cover a wide field. 
The investigators say they al- 
ready have evidence that some 
unions did employ ‘“‘tough” men 
who allegedly “worked over” 
_union members who got too in- 
| quisitive about the unions’ 
financial affairs. Many of the 
letters report the persence of 
such characters at union meet- 
ing was an effective deterent 
to questions. 

Other complaints tell of ter- 
rorist tactics against business 
places, including arson and 
dynamiting; of sugar poured 
into the gasoline tanks of 
trucks, tractors, cranes and 
automobiles owned by con- 
tractors who had “union 

_ trouble.”

TRUMAN ASSAILS 
BLUNDERS OF 
FOREIGN POLICY

TOPEKA, Kan., April 6 (UP) 
—Former President Harry S. 
| Truman told 1200 Democrats 
tonight that the White House 
and State Department have 
been guilty of “blunders and 
vacillation” and “weakness” 
which have resulted in this na- 
tion’s slipping backward in the 
Middle and Far East while 
Communism advances. 

In a Jefferson Day rally 
| speech reminiscent of some of 
his celebrated ‘“give-’em-hell” 
campaign talks of 1948, Tru- 
man struck out at what he 


” termed “unwise budget slash- 
ing.” He said our allies be- 
lieve they can no longer trust 
our foreign policy while our 
enemies have decided that it 
is one of bluffing. 


Praises Past Record. 


Reviewing this country’s rec- 
ord of foreign policy, Truman 
said, “it is a record of gener- 
osity and devotion to the cause 
of peace that no nation can 
| surpass. 

“We have spent our money, 
we have sacrificed lives, we 
have assumed great burdens at 
home and abroad in this great 
effort.” Yet, he said, we now 
seem to be “slipping backward 
as the forces of Communism 
advance in the Middle East and 
the Far East.” 

“The fault,” he said, “lies in 
the lack of leadership in the 
State Department and the White 
House.”’ 

“Our allies have come to the 
conclusion that they cannot 
‘trust our foreign policy,” he 
said, “and our foes have de- 
cided that most of the time our 
leaders are bluffing and they 
need not fear them. Our coun- 
try is still admired and re- 
spected, but our Government 
has lost both confidence and 
respect. This is a situation of 
great danger for the future of 


our nation.” 
Warns of Impatience. 


But he said this situation 
must not be met by panie or 
}| impatience. 

“We must not abandon the 
basic policies which we have 
followed so far,” he said, “be- 
‘cause they have saved the 
| world from another world war, 
and they remain our only hope 
for the future.” 
| He said all possible pressure 
must be put on the President 
| and the Secretary of State to 
do their jobs right and “con- 
tinue to lead the free world 
with courage and decision.” 

“The only way we can do 
this is through the Democratic 
leaders in Congress,” he said. 
“The President has the main 
responsibility.in foreign affairs, 
but he has to work with the 
Congress, and strong congres- 
sional leadership can make up, 
to some degree, for weakness 
in the executive branch. 

“So we must encourage our 
congressional leaders to hold 
the country firmly to the great 
effort we have been making 
for peace, and to correct the 
blunders and vacillation that 
come from the _ executive 
branch.”

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SOVIET FALLOUT 
EXCEEDS THAT 
OF U.S. IN JAPAN 


NIIGATA, Japan, April 6 (AP) 
»Soviet nuclear tests from 
March 1956 to March 1957 pro- 
guced more radioactive fallow. 
over the Niigata area 
American tests did in 1956, a 
Japanese physicist reported 
today. 

Dr. Hironobu Watanabe, pro- 
fessor of public health at 
Niigata Universiw, 150 miles 
north of Tokyo, said he counted 


nuclear tests during the period. 

Each Soviet explosion was 
followed by an average of 11.8 
rains showing radioactivity, he 
said, Twenty-eight radioactive 
rains were counted after one 
Soviet test before the air 
cleared. American tests were 
followed by an average of 3.2 
radioactive rains. The highest 
number was eight after a single 
test. 

Watanabe did not advance 
any theory for Soviet tests pro- 
ducing more fallout over Japan. 
Prevailing winds presumably 
could be a major cause. 

No one knows exactly where 
the Soviet tests are conducted 
but American reports have 
placed them in “southwest 
Siberia,” some 3000 miles west 
and slightly north of Japan. 
Bikini atoll where most Ameri- 
cam tests were held in 1956, is 
nearer—about 2600 miles south- 
east of Japan.

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THE FIRST WEEK .IN APRIL WV 
FOOLS WALL STREET BEARS =

NEW YORK, April 6. 

HE first week of April fooled the bears in Wall Street. The 

stock market ushered in the new month on a somewhat 

firmer tone for prices and a marked improvement in volume 
of trading. More hopeful outlook in Middle Eastern affairs and 
growing prospects of a reduction in government spending buoyed 
sentiment. At the same time, chances for an early 
revision in taxes were improved 


It is too early, however, to 
determine whether the firmer 
price trend is likely to prove 
more than a technical recovery 
from the sharp decline earlier 
this year. Nevertheless, spirited 
trading last Tuesday lifted vol- 
ume on the big board above 
2,000,000 shares for the first 
time since mid-February.

Eisenhower’s Statement 
That Job Requires a ‘Mid- 
dle-of-Road’ Philosophy 
Disturbs Its Partisans. 


Agency’s Difficulties in Ob- 
taining Capital for Fur- 
ther Growth Indicated at 
Congressional Hearings.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 6. 
RIENDS of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority are fearful that TVA, 
now 24 years old, is in imminent 

danger of losing its identity as the 
world’s pre-eminent example of effec- 
tive and reasonable river basin de- 
velopment. 

This apprehension is based on doubts 


as to the type of man President Eisen- 
hower will appoint to the three-man TVA 
board of directors when the term of 
Harry A. Curtis expires May 18, and on 
the difficulties the agency has been ex- 
periencing in obtaining capital for con- 
tinued growth. 


Both these points have been in the 
news this week. In Washington TVA 
spokesmen have been airing the Author- 
ity’s financing troubles before a House 
Public Works Subcommittee, and at his 
press conference Wednesday Mr. Eisen- 
hower said he had not yet selected a 
replacement for Dr. Curtis, former dean 
of the College of Engineering of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. 

The President made two other points 
that disturbed TVA partisans. He said he 
believed the board was required to be 
bipartisan and that he did not know 
whether the man going out is a Repub- 
lican or a Democrat. He also said that 
a man qualified for the post would have 
“in general, what I would call a middle- 
of-the-road philosophy in all this field 
of Governmental intervention in local af- 
fairs.” 


The board is {n fact, non-partisan. The 
only requirement, as far as this factor 
is concerned, is that the member “pro- 
fess a belief in the feasibility and wisdom 
of this act.” The law specifically forbids 
any political test or qualification in the 
hiring of. employes and provides for re- 
moval of a board member who violates 
the prohibition. In the debate preceding 
the adoption of the basic act, the late 
Senator George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
“father” of the statute, said it was under- 
stood the prohibition would apply to the 
selection of directors. 


“Walked a Middle Line.” 
Mr. Eisenhower's use of “middle-of-the- 
road” also disturbed those who believe 
* strongly in the concept of the TVA. These 
persons recall that Brig. Gen. Herbert 
D. Vogel, the board member who has 
disagreed often with the board majority, 
said after Mr. Eisenhower Nominated him 
in 1954 that during his 30 years as an 
Army engineer he had “walked a straight 
middle line between public and private 
power projects.” 


It is widely held here in the heart 
of the valley that another appointment 
like that of Gen. Vogel would mean the 
beginning of the end of TVA as Senator 
Norris envisioned it, and as its affairs 
have been conducted since Norris's time. 


TVA’s friends saw in Mr. Eisenhower's 
statements of Wednesday further indica- 
tions of his lack of interest in and basic 
knowledge of the Authority’s functions. 
They recall that in June of 1953- Mr. 
Eisenhower indicated he thought TVA 

was an example of “creeping socialism,” 
‘ and they maintain that if he had been 
persuaded as to the merit of the TVA 
idea he could have demonstrated that 
faith in 1954 by re-appointing the highly- 
competent and successful board chairman, 
Gordon R. Clapp, instead of replacing 
him with Gen. Vogel. 


It should be stated that it is almost 
universally held among TVA supporters 
that Sherman Adams, the assistant to the 
President, determined the choice of Vogel 
and will have the decisive voice in nomi- 
nating the next TVA members. Adams is 
regarded as an advocate of private power 
and, as a former governor of New Hamp- 
shire, is said to feel that cheap electric 
power in the South has been damaging 
New England industries. The TVA op- 
erates in an 80,000-square-mile area in 
the states of Tennessee, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Kentucky, Georgia, North Caro- 
lina and Virginia. 


Differences Are Apparent. 
Disputes between Dr. Curtis and Dr. 
Raymond R. Paty, the third board mem- 
ber, on the one hand and Gen. Vogel, the 
chairman on the other, have not reached 
the epic proportions of the battles that 
rent TVA and resulted in the removal of 
Chairman Arthur E. Morgan by President 
Roosevelt in 1938. But the differences 
since Gen, Vogel arrived at board head- 
quarters here have become widely known 
to the staff and to residents of the seven- 
state area served by TVA. 


In talks , this week with Vogel, Paty 
and Curtis, with members of the TVA 
staff and with outsiders here and in 
Chattanooga, this reporter became con- 
vinced that, regardless of the justifica- 
tion or lack of it, morale within the 
staff is low and has been declining since 
Vogel’s coming. 

This is important because the TVA has 
been noted for the number of dedicated 
men and women who work for the agency

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cause of the salaries. It is this remark- 
able esprit de corps that, as much, per- 
haps, as TVA’s physical accomplishments, 
has made the agency a unique expression 
of American genius and one of the won- 
ders of the modern world. Any large-scale 
exodus would effectively wreck the Au- 
thority. 

TVA employes are not highly paid. 
The top salaries are those of the full- 
time directors, $20,000 a year with $500 
additional for the member designated 
by the President to be chairman. Such 
men as General Manager Aubrey J. Wag- 
ner and Gabriel O. Wessenauer, power 
manager, could command salaries in pri- 
vate industry estimated at three to four 
times their present income. 

The appointment of a replacement for 
Curtis is neither a simple nor a conclusive 
matter. There is ample precedent for a 
delay of considerable length and it is 
possible that after Curtis walks out of 
his modest office for the last time it 
may be weeks or months before a succes- 
sor is chosen. Two men constitute a quo- 
rum and can conduct the board busi- 
ness, although it seems doubtful that 
Paty, a former university president and 
a passionate believer in TVA principles, 
could agree with Vogel on some important 
questions. 

Terms of TVA directors are for nine 
years beginning at three-year intervals on 
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The Authority's three directors, from left: DR. HAR 
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May 18. If a replacement for Curtis is not 
nominated and confirmed by the eighteenth 
of next month, the nominee still will end 
his service May 18, 1966. 

Although Vogel is reported to have 
thought when he took on his post in the 
summer of 1954 that the chairman was 
a cut above the other members, on mat- 
ters of significance the three members 
are equal. Vogel testified before Senators 
considering his nomination that he “as- 
sumed the President would listen to my 
advice as chairman,” and said he had 
accepted the job “with the understanding 
that I will have access to the President.” 
This outlook runs contrary to TVA tra- 
dition. 


Paty May Be Isolated. 


Another factor is that Paty’s term ex- 
pires May 18, 1960, and Mr. Eisenhower 
will at that time have the opportunity of 
appointing a third director. Because of 
this, the suggestion has been made that 
the Administration might try to effect 
a compromise of some sort in the Curtis 
replacement, although it is difficult to 
envisage the form a compromise might 
take. 

Vogel's remarks indicate he expects 
the new appointee will side with the 
chairman and TVA supporters are afraid 
Vogel is right. That would isolate Paty. 

There is still another factor in the situ- 
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ation, however, and.that is Congress. 
Curtis’s replacement must be confirmed. 
If the Administration does not send to 
Congress the name of a man (and there 
is no serious speculation yet as to the 
likely identity of the nominee) who 1s, on 
thé basis of his record, a strong believer 
in TVA ideals, there might be difficulty 
in obtaining Senate confirmation.

HE experts here who have been poring over Nikita Khrushchev’s volu- 
minous plan for re-shaping the system of Soviet industry believe it has 


been forced by the severest internal crisis the Soviet Union has under- 
gone since the land collectivization program of the early 1930s. 


The Khrushchev proposal to decentral- 


| {ze control over industry comes out of the 


painful discovery that a system which em- 


braces 250,000 to 300,000 enterprises can- 
not be run through the orders of Govern- 
ment commissars in Moscow. Once pro- 
duction began to shift from heavy industry 
to consumer goods, even gradually and in 
a limited degree, the Soviet system of iron 
authority over every phase of the eco- 
nomic life began to creak. 


Price Function Missing. 

So long, in the view of economic spe- 
cialists, as the Soviet system was geared 
to the production of iron’and steel and 


the ruble, they have been operating in the 
dark. 

Those studying the shift Khrushchev 
has proposed believe that the more re- 
laxation occurs the more trouble will ac 
cumulate for the little group that is un- 
dertaking to run a dictatorship without a 
dictator. The specialists who take this 
view do not expect that in the foreseeable 
future the cumulative trouble will produce 
anything like a revolution. If they are cor- 
rect in their analysis, the Kremlin gang 
will be more and more harassed by the 
need to adjust to inevitable alterations in 
the system in the direction of further 


liberalization,

At the 
new premium rate, an American will be 
able to buy 10 rubles for a dollar. Similar 
bonuses for other principal world cur- 
rencies were announced.

| Democrats Solidify Their Holds at Local, State Levels

EMOCRATIC victories this week in 
St. Louis, Texas and Michigan reaf- 
firmed the conclusion drawn from the 
1952 and 1956 Presidential elections = 
that while there are more Democratic 
than Republican regulars, the independ- 
ent voters hold the balance of power 
locally and nationally. 


The conclusion was further proved by 
the official figures of last year’s Con- 
gressional and Presidential elections as 
released this week by the Clerk of the 
House. 
though the Eisenhower-Nixon ticket had 
a majority of 10,242,238 votes over the 
Stevenson-Kefauver ticket, the total vote 
of all Democratic candidates for the 
House was 1,134,287 votes greater than 
the total cast for all Republican candi- 
dates. 


Even these official figures do not rep- 
resent the total strength of the two 
parties, because in most Southern and 
in some border states there were no Re- 
publican candidates for the House. For 
this reason the total vote for Presidency 
was 62,027,040 against a total of 58,885,- 
743 for House candidates. Contests in 
these one-candidate districts, such as Mis- 
souri’s Ninth and Tenth, where Demo- 
crats Clarence Cannon and Paul C. Jones 
were unopposed, might have increased the 
Republican Congressional totals, but they 
might also have brought out more Demo- 
cratic votes. 


The power of the independents was 
demonstrated in Missouri when Demo- 
cratic Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 
was re-elected with 1,015,936 votes and

cratic victories just “local manifestations.” | 


President Eisenhower, at his press con- 
ference, when asked whether they were 
a “bad omen” for Republicans in the 
1953 Congressional elections, replied: 

“I don’t think that it would point to 
any victory by the Republicans, but I 
will say this: I think the Republicans are 
alert to the situation and are really going 
to work.” 

Party leaders must be expected to put 
the maximum emphasis on their victories 


_and to minimize their defeats. The Demo- 


| cratic chairman would find it difficult to 


prove that there is a “strong, nationwide 
Democratic trend,” although there is some 
evidence, even in Republican circles, of 
what Butler described as “a surge of 
disillusionment with the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration created by the drift and 
confusion which has marked Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s second term.” 

It would be more accurate to say that 
the elections again showed there is a 
nationwide base of Democratic strength 
which is better organized at the local 
level than the opposing Republican forces. 
With the glamour of a military reputa- 
tion enhanced by his own attractive per- 
sonality, Candidate Eisenhower cut into 
that Democratic base in 1952 and en- 
larged his own success in 1956. The Con- 
gressional elections in 1954 and again 
last year dashed Republican hopes that 
the President's popularity would be re- 
flected on local and state Republican can- 
didates.

united in the state, Congressional, city 
and county constituencies, with Texas an 
exception.

Largely Passive Boredom. 

Americans who should know the Soviet 
Union best at first hand see nothing like 
that in sight. There is widespread dis- 
content and dt has shown up in some open 
protest such as the riots in Tiflis and the 
student attacks on some aspects of Soviet 
life. But it is more a passive boredom 
with the tiresome, unceasing propaganda 
that seems increasingly false and unre- 
lated to the drab oppression of Soviet life. 

But the experts agree on one thing: not 
in the satellites, not even in Russia itself 
has the Communist indoctrination trans- 
formed human beings into Communist ro- 
bots. That, in itself, is an enormously 
hopeful conclusion, 

The stirrings in Poland and the up- 
rising in Hungary last fall were caused, 
in part at least, by the same economie 
troubles plaguing the Kremlin. The ordi- 
nary citizen came to feel that he was 
fighting a losing battle, with inflated 
prices and shoddy goods that were always 
in short supply necessitating long lines 
of people waiting for hours before shops 
miserably mismanaged. 

In the Soviet Union, as a result of the 
purge of the peasants by Stalin in the 
30s, collectivization of the land had been 
pushed far and the state-controlled ma- 
chinery exiSts to take in the produce and 
distribute it.

Achievement at Lincoln 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The editorial, “The Challenge of 
Lincoln University,” which you re- 
printed from the St. Louis American 
is puzzling to a very large extent 
to anyone that is conversant with 
what is really going on at Lincoln 
University. Certainly there is agree- 
ment that curators of the very high- 
est quality be appointed to the board 
at Lincoln as at any of the state 
institutions. 

The article states that Lincoln 
should be emancipated from “black 
jingoism” fust as the university 32 
miles away is being freed of “white 
jingoism.” Integration of students 
at Lincoln has gone at such a pace 
that {t has exceeded the hopes of 
anvone here. Of close to 1000 stu- 
dents enrolled at Lincoln this fall, 
including part-time adult students, 
approximately 300 are white. 

There are some white students en- 
rolled in practically every depart- 
ment of Lincoln University from the 
nursery school to the graduate divi- 
sion. At the summer commence- 
ment three of the five persons 
receiving master’s degrees were 
white. There were two white youths 
on-the football team last fall, one 
on the basketball team, two white 
girls are in the concert. choir and 
there are quite a number of white 
boys. in the R.O.T.C. 

While integration of the faculty 
has not advanced quite as fast as 
integration of the students it is pro- 
gressing steadily with 11 white in- 
structors and one Hindu in contrast 
to only one white instructor prior 
to 1954. This in contrast to Uni- 
versity of Missouri and the five state 
colleges with no Negro instructors. 

These facts do not point to “black 
jingoism” or any preservation of Lin- 
coln University as a Jim Crow insti- 
tution. They indicate that Lincoln 
University is advancing to the point 
where it will be just one of the 
state’s institutions of higher learning 
at a rate far in excess of what any- 
one could have reasonably expected. 

Lincoln University has made more 
rapid progress toward desegregation 
both of student body and faculty 
than any other institution of higher 
learning in the State of. Missouri.

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President vs. Party 


Is the second Eisenhowef Administration go- 
ing to repeat the experience of the first with 
respect to popularity of the President and un- 
popularity of his party? 

Already there are signs that this will be so. 
The elections held last week do not establish a 
pattern any more than one swallow makes a 
summer. But they do suggest the way the po 
litical wind is blowing. 

In Michigan the voters elected Democratic 
nominees to 10 statewide offices. While these 
were not major offices, such as Governor or 
State Attorney General, they were offices for 
which all the state was entitled to vote. It is 
said that this is the first time in Michigan's his- 
tory that every elective office at its State Capi- 
tol is filled by a Democrat. 

True enough this reflects the popularity of 
Michigan’s five-term Democratic Governor, G. 
Mennen Williams. But it also measures to a de- 
gree at least the present unpopularity of the 
Republican party as such in a state which last 
voted Democratic for President in 1936. Doubt- 
less the returns are a concern to Republican 
Senator Potter who comes up for re-election 
next year. 

The second Democratic victory was in Texas 
in the election of progressive Ralph Yarborough 
of Austin to the Senate seat vacated by assump- 
tion of the governorship by Price Daniel in 
January. Generally speaking a Democratic vic- 
tory in Texas is a foregone conclusion, but in 
this case two Republicans (only one with organ- 
ization backing) ran against 17 Democrats and 
the G.O.P. talked in advance as if it might win 
because of the multiplicity of candidates. As it 
turned out, the leading Republican, Thad Hut- 
cheson, received about 24 per cent of the vote 
and the two leading Democrats, who ran one- 
two, together got approximately 70 per cent. 

Thus President Eisenhower's second success 
in carrying the electoral vote of Texas meant 
virtually nothing toward a senatorial victory for 
a Republican under circumstances believed to 
favor a G.O.P. result. 

We do not count the overwhelming re-election 
of Mayor Tucker last Tuesday as a Democratic 
victory, as such, since thousands of Republicans 
voted for the Mayor on his excellent record. 
Where Mayor Tucker’s 3-to-1 sweep becomes 
important in terms of party is in &s reflection 
of the weakness of the Republican position in 
St. Louis. The G.O.P. put up a young, weak 
candidate who did little to challenge the Mayor 
and who consequently did little tg revive Re- 
publican prospects for next year in one of the 
country’s large cities. 

Last week also brought official news that 
President Eisenhower ran approximately 7,000,- 
000 votes better than his party last November. 
Here are the figures for the last two Presidential 
year elections:

1952 33,778,000 28,399,000 28,336,000 
1956 35,581,000 28,697,000 29,831,000 


It takes only a little study of these figures to 
see that while President Eisenhower's popular 
vote went up 1,800,000 from 1952 to 1956, the 
total for Republicans for the House of Repre- 
sentatives increased less than 300,000. Mean- 
time the Democratic vote, although falling off 
for the presidency, went up more than 1,500,000 
for members of the House. Still another measure 
is that while the Republicans led the Democrats 
by some 60,000 for seats in the House in 1952, 
the G.O.P. trailed the Democrats by approxi- 
mately 1,100,000 for House seats last year. 

As of now this makes an unpfomising prospect 
for the Republicans in the 1958 midterm elec- 
tion. Certainly Leonard Hall’s successor as 
chairman of the G.O.P. National Committee, 
Meade Alcorn of Connecticut, has a lot of hard 
work cut out for him. 


It’s a Mighty Fine Rule 

The Department of Defense says it is going 
to give equal treatment to all news media and 
yet not discourage individual initiative, accord- 
ing to Murray Snyder, who has become the 
newest assistant to Secretary Wilson. 

The policy of no favoritism for any news 
outlet has been stated and reaffirmed time and 
again over the years. It. has been pounded 
into public relations personnel in Army, Navy, 
Air Force, Marines and Coast Guard. It is an 
excellent rule. Yet it has been violated again 
and again and again. It probably will go right 
on being violated despite Mr. Snyder's straight- 
forward statement. 

Why? Because there always dawns a day 
when some high ranking officer says to himself 
and then to the personnel under him: “Now this 
is a special deal by which we can really get a 
terrific spread by playing ball with this big time 
outfit.” 


Vive M. le Maire! 

Being premier of France is not quite as un- 
rewarding as it may seem; at least not for a 
politician thinking of voters at home. All the 
parties of the Republic—with the unaccountable 
exception of the Communists and the Poujadists 
—have asked Premier Mollet to decree a great 
celebration in Arras next year on the 200th an- 
niversary of the birth of Maximilien Francois 
Marie Isidore de Robespierre, “the Incor- 
ruptible,” who died under the guillotine on the 
10th of Thermidor, 1794. So a fine fete and a 
grand tourist attraction is in store for the city, 
thanks to Guy Mollet, premier of the Fourth 
Republic and Mayor of Arras. 

There will be much waving of the tricolor, 
much shouting of “Vive la Republique!” and 
much singing of the Marseillaise. The orators 
will have a harder time of it. What are they 
to say of this Citizen Robespierre? He was an 
ardent devotee of Rousseau, one knows, and he 
even persuaded the Committee on Public Safety 
to legislate the Supreme Being back into exist- 
ence since He was essential to the development 
of France according to Rousseau’s plans. 

This Robespierre was an honest and educated 
man, charitable and courteous. He was dis- 
tressed by the death of Louis XVI and would 
not defend it on grounds of justice, only as a 
necessity of statesmanship. But then, it was by 
such reasoning that he accepted the Terror. 

Indeed, as he made his bid for dictatorship, 
he energetically used the law of 22nd Prairial, 
under which a man might be put to death for 
being a suspect and without witnesses at his 
trial. “No frightfuler Law ever ruled in a 
Nation of men,” said Carlyle. And of the 
month and a half of Robespierre’s ascendancy, 
he observed: “The Guillotine, we find, gets 
always a quicker motion, as other things are 
quickening.” It was one of the condemned Gi- 
rondists who warned: “I die on the day when 
the People have lost their reason; ye will die 
when they recover it.” Between June 12 and 
July 28, 1285 heads fell to the heavy, clanking 
knife; Robespierre’s fell on the 28th. 

This man did not like bloodshed, unreason, 
legality. He was a man with a plan for his 
country, a hard-working man in a hurry, a 
man long on theory and short on experience. 
But was he a hero? The French, however, above 
all other people love theory; they love patriot- 
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ism; they love to wave the tricolor, to shout 
“Vive la Republique!” and to sing the Mar- 
seillaise. It will be a fine day and it may have 
a lesson—even for tourists. 
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For the Fulbright Agenda 


John Foster Dulles’s latest adventure with an 
adulatory writer from Time, Inc., provides grist 
for Senator Fulbright’s mill. The Senator heads 
a subcommittee to investigate the background 
of American policy in the Middle East. He 
should certainly try to get to the bottom of just 
why Secretary Dulles canceled aid for the As 
wan dam in the way he did. 

The Secretary's jiatest Timeadmirer, John 
Robinson Beal, declares in a book about him 
that Secretary Dulles deliberately affronted 
Egypt on the Aswan dam in order to improve 
the sailing breezes for his policy in the Middle 
East. 

There is a startling similarity between this 
“inside dope” and that offered by Lifeman 
James Shepley in his famous “brink of war” 
article. In both cases, what had seemed at thé 
time to be fairly king-sized blunders by Secre- 
tary Dulles turned out, in the perspective of 
Timehistory, to be strokes of diplomatic genius 
instead. In both cases, the authors shyly sug- 
gested that their chief source had been Secre- 
tary Dulles himself. And in both cases, publi- 
cation was followed by an official denial. 

But the matter ought not to rest there. For- 
tunately, with the Fulbright investigation coming 
up, it need not. Though Secretary Dulles denies 
Mr. Beal's story that he insulted Egypt on the 
Aswan dam in order to teach the neutrals a les- 
son and to show up Soviet talk of economic aid, 
he manages to convey the impression that he 
still thinks his Aswan maneuver was pretty 
clever. 

That, by strange coincidence, is just what 
Mr. Beal thinks. Well, was it? This is a most 
appropriate question for the Fulbright commit- 
tee, and it should go to the best of sources for 
its data. 

When Secretary Dulles is on the stand, he 
might also be asked to explain just how the 
sailing breezes for American policy were bet- 
tered by the events which followed his with- 
drawal of Aswan aid. He denies that Nasser’s 
_ seizure of the Suez canal was a direct result, as 
many observers believe. But since Mr. Beal, 
on the basis of personal interviews, evidently 
considers just about everything that has hap- 
pened in the Middle East to be a remarkable 
result of Secretary Dulles’s brooding genius, 
the Fulbright committee ought to give the 
source of those interviews ample opportunity 
to account for his stewardghip.

Looking at Missouri’s Future 

It is good news for everybody in Missouri 
that Gov. Blair is planning to appoint a com- 
mittee of representative citizens to look into 
the future of Missouri as a state. 

This kind of study, followed by an active pro- 
gram to emphasize the favorable aspects_of liv- 
ing and working here, is an urgent need of 
Missouri. In part at least because Missouri has 
not given enough attention to its future, the 
state has fallen behind in the population tables 
of the Union. Missouri's rate of growth as 
registered in the 1950 census was enough be- 
hind the national average to cost the state 
representation in Congress. With another 
census only three years away, the sooner Gov. 
Blair’s committee can get to work, the better. 
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Blackmail That Backfires 

In its affable, neighborly way, Moscow has 
told Norway and Denmark not to be so agitated 
about those letters from Premier Bulganin. He 
had threatened both countries, .as well as 
other members of NATO, with big-bomb at- 
tacks if they allow the establishment of NATO 
missile bases for use against the Soviet Union in 
case of war, There is really no cause for excite- 
ment, says the Kremlin, about a bit of friendly 
advice from an old and sincere friend. 

This clumsy affront to Scandinavian sover- 
eignty naturally was denounced by President 
Eisenhower. And Senator Henry M. Jackson 
called it “ballistic blackmail.” Perhaps he should 
have called it “backfiring blackmail” since the 
Scandinavian reaction was prompt and hardly 
of a nature to please the Kremlin. In Sweden, a 
leading newspaper said: 

The Russians are so totally lacking in 
understanding of our way of thinking that 
they persistently use methods to influence 


us that can only work against their own 
purposes. 


This was typical of reaction elsewhere. Thus 
it is more clear than ever that by their attempts 
to “push around” small nations—and sometimes 
big ones, too—the Russian leaders force these 
nations to take the postures of defense which 
must be frightening indeed to the Kremlin— 
so frightening that Soviet diplomacy goes ca- 
reening off to clumsy self-defeat. 

The logic of the Kremlin is preposterous. 
Even if missile bases in Scandanavia were a real 
threat instead of merely a potential one, can 
the Russians believe that other nations dare 
stand defenseless before the panoply of Red 
arms? NATO is a defensive, not an aggressive 
organization. The Russians need not take the 
words of the NATO agreement for this. If 
their envoys in London, Paris and other West- 
ern capitals have a minimum of perspicacity, 
they must know that there is no warlike spirit 
in the West. The Western countries are carry- 
ing heavy military budgets—which some of 
them can ill afford—only because they cannot 
close their eyes to the Russian threat. 

Whatever his intentions, Premier Bulganin 
has not lessened that threat by his talk of big 
bombs for little countries, 
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Where To on the Meramec? 

The damage being done by the flooding 
Meramec River should constitute proof enough 
that a plan of control and development for that 
stream and the attractive valley it runs through 
is imperative. The Meramec Valley is the St. 
Louis area’s natural playground. It is vital to 
the expansive, healthful, happy growth of this 
greater community. 

Yet there is no single program of action on 
which enough of the people of our community 
can unite to put it over. Instead there are 
Army Engineer plans, Soil Conservation Service 
plans, and other plans, all conflicting with 
each other. Too little study has been made of 
the subject in its broadest aspect, and too little 
of what has been studied has become widely 
known. 

In its way even more perhaps than the Missis- 
sippi itself, the Meramec is Greater St. Louis’s 
river of the future. Certainly it is, like the 
Mississippi, part and parcel of what St. Louis 
shall become in the coming years, invidious 
comparisons aside. As the Meramec out of 
banks wreaks damage in the Valley Park and 
Kirkwood areas, we are being reminded again 
that this river can be made as much a benefit 
to us in the future as it is a source of trouble 
now. We don’t have to wait on floods to spur 
activity on a plan of progress—not decay, pol- 
lution and floods—for the Meramec.

Verses by the Late Columnist, Essayist and Novelist 


Christopher Morley, who died March 28 at the age of 66 in suburdan Long 
Island, wrote novels, essays, short stories, plays and verse for a wide and 
appreciative audience. The titles of his books indicate his light, zestful and 
humorous approach to life: Pipefuls, Where the Blue Begins, Parnassus on 
Wheels, Shandygaff, The Romany Stain, Mince Pie, Plum Pudding, Off the Deep 
End, Chimneysmoke and Songs for a Little House.

Eastern railroads asking the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to approve 
a 40 per cent increase in first-class 
fares say that operating dining cars 
accounts for the biggest single factor 
in their passenger deficits. It isn't 
serving the meals, they aver. It is hav- 
ing to haul the cars. 


This prompts a perhaps fantastic sug- 
gestion: Might these railroads go back 
to the “meal stops” at the “eating 
houses” such as Fred Harvey made 
famous? They wouldn’t have to haul 
these. And if passengers wanted at 
least the illusion of traveling while 
they ate there is, of course, the high- 
way diner. 


In fact, that is how this distinctly 
American phenomenon came into being. 
The railway diner, which was started 
in 1862, it is said, th a converted 
P.W.&B. (now Pennsylvania) baggage 
car, was given social status six years 
later by George M. Pullman’s car “Del- 
monico” running between St. Louis and 
Chicago on the old Chicago & Alton, 
and captured the American fancy. Six 
sumptuously served courses while one 
sped swiftly along! What more could 
mortals ask? 


On the one hand, railway diners be- 
came more and more complete, beau- 
tiful, expensive to patronize, and even 
more expensive to operate. On the 
other hand, in tribute to the glamour 
of the railway dining car, “diners’’ be- 
gan to appear on vacant lots years 
before the automobile began to appear 
on the highway. For a long time these 
were simply old coaches, railway and 
“interurban,” and trolley cars, derailed 
and fitted with counter and “galley.” 
Then some enterprising omnibus builder 
began turning out diners never in- 
tended to run on rails and whose 
resemblance to a railroad diner grew 
fainter and fainter. 


With the coming of the paved high- 
way and the autemobile these diners 
have grown to 80-foot stainless steel 
giants. They feed 5,000,000 customers 
a day who pay them $520,000,000 a 
year for their meals. And nobody has 
to lose money hauling them around the 
country at 80 miles an hour. 


It may be presumptuous to remind 
the railroads of this. But there are 
some millions who remember well the 
brassy clamor of the “eating house” 
gong and who wouldn't feel too rele- 
gated to the past-if they heard it again.

Other trees, abundant 
bird and flower life and a scenic view 
perhaps unparalleled in any other Mis- 
souri park are among the assets. 


Trail of Tears is a gift of the tax- 
payers of Cape Girardeau county who 
voted $150,000 in.bonds to acquire the 
land. When the entire 3000 acres are 
assembled, the property will be turned 
over to the state for maintenance and 
development. 


In the years ahead Trail of Tears 
should emerge. as one of the standout 
recreation and scenic areas in Missouri.

The old order changes, to be 
sure, and sometimes with a dismaying 
violence; but in the flux and seeming 
anarchy of change the best will some- 
how survive. 

AS A NOVEL this is all pretty 
thin and impalpable. The characters 
are seen through a haze and the events 
in the foreground hardly justify any 
kind of positive conclusion. So Mr. 
Tomlinson’s book must be taken as a 
poetic affirmation of faith in some kind 
of basic principle of goodness that works 
in mysterious ways. 

This would be hard to accept if Mr. 
Tomlinson’'s writing were not so beauti- 
ful in its rhythm, sound and imagery. 
He is persuasive because he is poetic 
and makes us want to believe that what 
is best in humanity will always survive.

A Great American’s Youth 


First Volume of the Definitive Life of Justice Holmes 


Reviewed by IRVING DILLIARD po 


BY ANY VALID TEST one of the 
truly great Americans during the last 
decade of the nineteenth century and 
through most of the first half of the 
twentieth was Oliver Wendell Holmes 
Jr., Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court from 1902 until his retirement at 
the age of 91 just 30 years later. 

Justice Holmes was a full flower of 
American life. He was the educated, 
intellectual man who achieved world- 
wide recognition in his field, the law, 
and eminence in the political arena of 
his country. His part of that arena was 
the Supreme Court, but political it was, 
in the best sense, nonetheless. 

This book is the first volume in what 
will be the definitive life of the jurist 
who became best known to his fellow 
citizens as an independent mind on the 
Supreme Court, given strongly to dis- 
sents that often. turned out to be 
prophecies as well. 


It covers just short of the first third 
of Holmes's long life—from March-9, 
1841 when the Boston physician and 
essayist, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes,

After a climb in the Alps he wrote: 
“When we were nearly up, the finest 
sight I ever saw burst upon us beyond 
the precipice — vast rolling masses of 
cloud and, above and beyond that, a 
panorama of the greatest Alpine peaks.”’ 
But he also noted that a 14-hour tramp 
around the Aletsch Glacier was ‘a hor- 
rible grind—it recalled an army march.”

Record of a Great Work

TO AN EARLIER GENERATION of Americans the 
name Rockefeller was synonymous with riches—riches that 
one man obtained from wealth taken out of the earth. Today 
the name Rockefeller is no less synonymous with riches—but 
it is the riches not only of money but of love and devotion 
which this man’s son has poured back into this same earth, 
the piece that is America. 

No one with eyes, who has moved across our continent dur- 
ing the last 20 or 30 years, can fail to have become aware that 
one man’s contribution to the preservation of our heritage, 
both natural and cultural, far exceeds that of others. From 
Maine to California the name of John D. Rockefeller 4: 
philanthropist extraordinary, is writ large on our national 
landscape. But few of us, probably, have much conception of 
the truly vast extent of that contribution. 

We have to examine the complete record of Mr. Rockefeller * 
benefactions to realize the immensity of the debt we owe to 
this public-spirited American. The large and handsome volume 
before us, put out by the house of Knopf—almost as opulent 
a production as the benefactions it records—surveys the whole 
of this notable philanthropist’s work. 

BEAUTIFULLY ILLUSTRATED with both colored 
and black-and-white photographs, it shows that he thought ef 
“places near home,” like Forest Hill Park in his native Cleve- 
land, O., the New Jersey Palisades, which he preserved from 
the hands of the would-be despoiler, and the famed Cloisters, 
in New York City. No fewer than six National Parks—Acedia, 
Shenandoah, Great Smoky Mountains, the Grand Tetons. 
Yosemite, Virgin Islands—owe their existence, either in whole 
or in part, to him. And we have the preservation in the one 
case and the restoration in the other, of those two great mer 
rials of Nature and of Man—the California Redwoods and 
Colonial Williamsburg. 

What Fairfield Osborn says in his eloquent prelegue ix 
surely true: “This is a story without parallel in anv other 
country on the face of the earth or in any other time im the 
history of man, It reveals events that, in magnitude and in 
kind, have not occurred before nor is there likeliheed that 
they ever will again.” 

Mr. Rockefeller, he adds, “rejected the delusion that wealth 
was personal, and turned his thoughts and energies toward 
discovering ways through which the fruits of wealth could 
be enjoyed by the greatest number of people “ 

As one who has shared in this enjoyment I should like te 
express my thanks to Mr. Rockefeller.

And that is why he dissented so many 
times when his brethren on the bench 
struck experiments down. 

Prof. Howe sets a high standard for 
the volumes to come.

SLIGHTLY AFT of a 
large black cigar, Columnist 
Buchwald covers the interna- 
tional set beat from Paris 
headquarters and conse- 
quently finds himself in 
places like Yugoslavia or Dal- 
las, Tex.

Human body Not Merely the Subject But a Form of Ar! 


By GEORGE McCUE 


‘*TO BE NAKED is to be deprived 
of our clothes, and the word implies 
some of the embarrassment most of us 
feel in that condition. The word ‘nude, 
on the other hand, carries, in educated 
usage, no uncomfortable evertone. The 
vague image it projects inte the ming 
is not of a huddled and defenseless 
-body, but of a balanced, prosperous and 
confident body: the body re-tamed.” 
With this important distinction, Ken- 
neth Clark, the eminent British art his- 
torian, gets into a bréed and lium net- 
ing discussion of the nude in ert in A 
book, “The Nude, a Study in Ideal Form” 
(Pantheon Books, Inc.. 458 pas. $7.50). 
The nude, says Clark, is not the sub- 
ject of art, but a form of art. The 
question of the nude as an appropriate 
artistic exxpression is resolved deep in 
the human consciousness. Aside from 
its erotic content. which may be present 
in a high rate of saturation er only as 
the fai shadow. the hunian body 
provides a vivid reminder of other 
ects of human experience—harmony, 
ecstasy, humility, pathos — of 
» itt is a means of expressing Unmi- 
versal and eternal values. 
IN THEIR EFFORTS to achieve 
these values, artists have found the 
body an unruly element in their com- 
positions. The human body in its nat- 
ural state is regrettably lacking in the 
fineness and felicity with which it usuai- 
ly is endowed in art works. It has always 
been the despair of sculpters, for exam- 
ple. that “the torso, that perfect, plastic 
unity, on tapering, spindly 
supports Painters have their prob- 
lems with wrinkles, pouches and other 
impertfe , with trensitions that are 
inconclusive and outlines what falter 
The canons of idealized form treat the 
body not as a living organism but @s & 
design Artists have repestediy re- 
turned to the system of proportions 
developed by Praxiteles and Skopas in 
the fourth ce RC. bet in various 
art periods in various perts of the world, 
the canons and « that govern 
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Detail of Retticelli's “Birth of Venus.” 


and the image in which woman ceased 
te be vulgar and became celestial was 
thet of Venus. 


THE CLASSIC VENUS that is 
best known today is the Aphrodite of 
Meles, of about 100 B.C., in the Louvre, 
“ef all works of antiquity one of the 
mest complex and the most artful.” In 
architectural terms. says Clark, “she is 
a bereque composition with classic ef- 
fect.” Im the periods of late antiquity, 
Venus suffered the fate of any motive 
m ert thet loses its meaning—she passed 
from religion to entertainment, from 
entertainment te decoration, and then 
the disappeared. not to emerge until 
the Middle Ages 


In the Middle Ages, the nude of Chris- 
tian painters “began with the huddled 
body cowering in consciousness of sin.” 
Apollo and Venus had become Adam and 
Eve, whose bodies were no longer mir- 
rors of divine perfection but objects of 
humiliation and shame. The body in art 
was again made attractive when the shift 
in emphasis from the Apocalypse to the 
Last Judgment required that it be por- 
trayed in a state of perfect beauty. 


The Romanesque nude was heavy and 
crude; the Gothic convention called for 
a new feminine shape—elongated torso, 
wider pelvis, narrow chest, higher waist 
and prominent stomach, The classic 
Venus came back into being with Bot- 
ticelli, whose painting of the goddess 
stands as a supreme triumph, a revela- 
tion of “a summit of the human mind 
shining in the pure air of the imagina- 
tion.” 


AT THE SAME TIME that he is 
performing a notable exercise of schol- 
arship in a field only sparsely worked 
before, Clark maintains a consistently 
engaging essay style. In Rubens’ “Three 
Graces,” he notes, “The golden hair and 
swelling bosoms are hymns of thanks- 
giving for abundance, and they are 
placed before us with the same unself- 
conscious piety as the sheaves of. corn 
and piled-up pumpkins that decorate a 
village church at harvest festival.” 


Modern art, he says, “shows even 
more explicitly than the art of the past 
that the nude does not simply represent 
the body, but relates it, by analogy, to 
all structures that have become part of 
our imaginative experience. The Greeks 
related it to their geometry. Twentieth- 
century man, with his vastly extended 
experience of physical life ... must 


\have at the back of his mind analogies of 


far greater complexity. But he has not 
abandoned the effort to express them 
visibly as part of himself. The Greeks 
perfected the nude in order that man 
might feel like a god ... although we 
no longer suppose that God is like a 
beautiful man, we still feel close to 
divinity in those flashes of self-identifi- 
cation when, through our own bodies, 
we seem to be aware of a universal 
order.” 


Why Architects Must Be Educated

ALL ARCHITECTS ASPIRE 
to be creative artists. | wish te consider 
the nature of creativity and the neces- 
sary conditions for its development 
These considerations are useful in think- 
ing. not only about the training of archi- 
tects. but also about the general educa- 
tion of citizens in a free society. 

{| also wish to talk about “style” in 
the sense that it is “the direct achieve- 
ment of a foreseen end, simply and 
without waste.” It is an sesthetic sense. 
Accordingly, a study‘of aesthetics may 
he more important to the training of 
mechanical engineers than the study of 
thermodynamics, and more important to 
the training of politicians than a study 
of voting trends 

Our universities creative 
imagination in. the basic sciences, but 
in the applied sciences, in the fine arts 
and in the humanities the creative mind 
Mm ata And if ene sug- 
Rests there might be such a thing 
as a creative politician, he is considered 
siigihtiy mad 

i nfortunately. a low regard for cre- 
ative ideas exists throughout our seci- 
ety American architecture has pro- 
duced geniuses, but in art, in wartare, 
even in the sciences. most major cre- 
ative ideas have come from England, 
France. Germat Italy, Russia 
WHILE WE SHOULD NOT be- 
little America § ability 
ideas to productive use, our iack of 
first-rank creative ability should trouble 
everyone concerned with survival in « 
competitive world | dont wish to dis- 
parage practical talents, but the trouble 
With most self-styled practical men is 
that they are so terribly impractical 
If the development of the species hed 
been in the hands of practical men, the 
human race, if M existed at all, would 
still be living in caves.) 

It is easier to list some of the sepects 
of creativity than to define it precisely. 
I beliewe this to be the essence of cre- 
ation: Toe bring order out of disorder, 
to impart relationships and patiern: 
In short. creation is the discevery of 
form. When a tree is created. & com- 
pilex arrangement of hydrocarbons ac- 
quires form and in the process becomes 
more than an array of hydrocarbons. i' 
is true of all formal relationships that 
they are equal to a great deal more than 
the sum of their parts. 

Forms in nature are successful when 

they accept and reveal a fundamental 
truth of nature. Art forms, too, are 
concerned with the search fer truth. 
Mathematics, sculpture, engineering and 
literature are all creative te the extent 
that they are concerned with revealing 
some aspect of reality, and they are 
creative arts when they are also con- 
cerned with “style” and elegance. 
IF THE CREATIVE PROCESS 
involves a search for an aspect of rea))- 
ty. for truth about the world er one's 
own being. then knowledge is the neces- 
sary condition for creativity. Knowledge 
precedes creation; education is the ac- 
quisition of knowledge. It then follows 
like an axiom from Buclid that the cre- 
ative person is an educated man. ‘The 
converse, of course, is not necessarily 
true.’ 

I reject the notion that the creative 
artist is simply an “inspired idiot” 1! 
contend rather that the creative artist 
is 4 man who knows more then his 
neighbor, His knowledge comes from 
technical training and a Wheral educa- 
tion. The artist must have technics! 
competence of the highest erder, but 
this knowledge. where it cam be taught 
at all, is relatively easy to communicate. 
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Mere difficult and more fundamental is 
« Wheral education. It should be the 
eomeaeon possession of all citizens of a 
free society, but, most important, of the 
professional, creative men in that s0- 
cbety. 

Many engineers and architects will 
argue that an education is unnecessary. 
The curriculum of most architectural 
stheols is based on that proposition. 
The typical graduate of most schools of 
architecture and engineering can barely 
read. he cannot write in any manner 
verthy of the name, he is mathemat- 
iealiy literate, and he cannot even 
define symbolic logic. 

A Wberal education is the acquisition 
of intellectual skills. It is concerned 
with teaching a man how to read, how 
te write, how to talk, in short, how to 
communicate with himself, with his fel- 
lows, and with the past, and with teach- 
ing him mathematics and abstract logic. 
With these skills mastered, a man can 
ge on and acquire the insights of a true 
education. In this sense, college is

This is a condensation of an address recently 
delivered by Joseph Passonneau, dean of 
the Washington University School of Archi- 
tecture, at the University of Pennsylvania, 


am convinced that the intellectual train- 
ing that the average architectural stu- 
dent brings with him to professional 
school is inadequate, and that this train- 
ing must be prolonged. 


I WOULD LIKE TO suggest the 
barest outline for such a course, The 
student should study the history of ex- 
perimental science from Archimedes to 
Mickelson. He should be introduced to 
some of the wonderful vistas of the 
microscopic world, by means of both 
the optical and electron microscopes. 
He might consider the implications of 
the atomic and subatomic world where 
even the electron microscope is no long- 
er useful, and observation must be made 
by inference. Anyone who understands 
even dimly the implications of this non- 
Euclidean environment will never look 
at the world in quite the same way 
again. 

This part of the course would be use- 
ful because of its intellectual content, 
but we would primarily be concerned 
with revealing to the student the order 
and essential simplicity of nature’s crea- 
tures. 

A large part of the course should be 
concerned with contemplation of the 
everyday environment, and with record- 
ing and studying that environment with 
pencil, clay, camera or whatever the 
student might devise. He should search 
always for order in that environment, 
and for those subtle relationships which 
reveal truths about himself and the 
world around him. 

The student should spend a great deal 
of time manipulating his environment, 
sometimes in his mind’s eye, but gen- 
erally with his own hands. 

The student would also observe him- 
self. In this part of the course we 
would be guided by Sir Arthur Edding- 
ton’s description of the nature of sci- 
ence. “We have found a strange foot- 
print on the shores of the unknown. 
We have devised profound theories, oc 
after the other, to account for its origin 
At last we have succeeded in recon- 
structing the creature that made the 
footprint. And Lo! It is our own.”

New “Pop” Repertory 
Possibilities in Comic Operas 


THE RECENT PERFORMANCE of “Kismet,” which 
took place at the last St. Louis Symphony “Pop” concert, 
Suggested a line of activity that the symphony society might 
pursue with profit to itself and its patrons. In brief this 
would involve a systematic presentation of comic opera at 
these low-priced “family concerts.” The quasi-dramatic form 
of the “Kismet” production was entirely suitable for popular 
concerts and the employment of talented student artists had a 
Civic and educational value. The work itself, however, was 
less than ideal; despite its heavy reliance on music by Alex- 
ander Borodin it was ne more than a standardized musical 
cgmedy, shaped and baited for the commercial market. 

No disdain is intended. The American. musical comedy needs 

no defense and deserves no reproach; but it reaches a wide 
public already and needs no assistance from any symphony 
orchestra. But a category of music does exist which is less 
widely disseminated, which is superior in quality and work- 
manship to the average Broadway hit, and which is entertain- 
ing enough for audiences that could be expected to attend the 
“pop” concerts. Such a category would range all the way 
from Nicolai’s “Merry Wives of Windsor” which appears in the 
repertories of many European opera houses to Johann Strauss's 
“Fledermaus.” 
THIS LAST NAMED operetta, to be sure, was given 
quite a whirl at the Metropolitan a few years back and has 
also been produced a number of times for the popular stage 
l[ use it merely as an example of a genre. Strauss's “Gypsy 
Baron” or “One Night in Venice” would be less familiar and 
just as appealing. The numerous comic operas of Offenbach 
are also light, accessible and artistically superior. An audience, 
wholly innocent of “serious” or “‘classical’’ music should have 
no difficulty with Offenbach's “The Beautiful Helen’ or 
“Orpheus in the Lower Regions” or even with Donizetti's “Don 
Pasquale” if they were sung in English. 

As for “Gilbert and Sullivan” operettas, they ane—or should 
be—an integral part of our joint English-American musical 
culture and should be brought to the attention of every new 
generation. For a project, such as I have suggested, the less 
familiar works such as “Princess Ida” and “The Yeomen of 
the Guards” might take precedence over “The Mikado” or 
Pinafore.” 

NO DOUBT THERE ARE many comic operas of the 
nineteenth century, such as “The Barber of Baghdad” by Peter 
Cornelius and the works of Suppe, which would not be accept- 
able to the modern stage without being drastically “adapted.” 

Their lyrical content, however, is such as to make an abridged 
version entirely feasible in the circumstances suggested. 

It should be apparent that the standard “pop” repertory is 
no longer attractive to the public, The “William Tell” over- 
ture, Dvorak’'s “Humoreske,’ the “Nutcracker Suite,” etc., 
have been worn out and not replaced. Comic opera not only 
contains rich material from which this repertory could be 
replenished but provides an opportunity for a fresh kind of 
entertainment for the “family concert.” At the same time it 
would establish another outlet—and we have too few—through 
which young singers of promise could make contact with an 
audience.—1.B.S. 


Popular Records

IN THE 25 YEARS Lee Wiley has been singing profession- 
ally with a ranking among the better jazz singers, she has made 
comparatively few recordings. Thus her first RCA-Victor LP, 
“West of the Moon’” is something of an event, Arranger- 
conductor is the talented Ralph Burns who approaches the 
varied program with three types of accompaniment by as 
many instrumental combinations-—strings, harp, light rhythm 
(ideal for “As Time Goes By”); a swingy group like the old 
Red Norvo band (heard, for instance, on “Limehouse Blues’); 
and a tightly-knitted Dixieland group. 


IT’S INTERESTING to discover that Miss Wiley has 
not recorded any of these dozen songs before. Each of her 
selections reflects her expertness in choosing only material 
admirably suited to her enviable ability to sell.a song by 
getting inside of it. Hers is still one of the immediately 
identifiable voices in jazz. Though it has always been some- 
what small-scaled in emotional and imaginative range, it has a 
wonderfully wide vibrato, warmth around the edges and smoky 
huskiness in the center to compensate, There are infrequent 
occasions here when the vibrato isn’t under firm control and 
vowel sounds at the end of some phrases taper off too abruptly, 
but these are minor flaws. Young singers of popular songs 
should certainly listen to the way this pro phrases and pro- 
jects a song without vocal gimmicks. 


AMONG OTHER SELECTIONS are “You're a Sweet- 
heart,”’ with the familiar accompaniment riff of the old Tommy 
Dorsey Clambake Seven record, “You Must Have Been a Beau- 
tiful Baby,” “East of the Sun,” which is the other half of the 
LP title, and the almost-forgotten “I Left My Sugar Standing 
in the Rain,” with a haunting trombone solo by Lou McGarity. 
Semewhere in the jacket notes it says ‘this is the finest record- 
ing (Lee Wiley) has ever made.” Well, one of the two best 
certainly. It ranks with Columbia's “Night in Manhattan,” 
recorded with Bobby Hackett. 


TWO UNQUENCHABLES of traditional jazz, Lizzie 
Miles and Joseph “Sharkey” Bonano, again complement each 
other on records in “A Night in Old New Orleans” (Capitol, 
12-inch LP), The recording was done in the Crescent City’s 
Vieux Carre district, where this singer and this trumpet 
player have been Bourbon Street fixtures through several 
generations. But, thank someone, there is no audience ap- 
plause, clinking of glasses or cutting of thick smoke included 
for nightclub atmosphere. Just Sharkey’s Kings of Dixieland 
and Lizzie to play, sing and feel their jazz, 


LIZZIE DIVERTS her rich and powerful contralto voice 
to the likes of “A Good Man Is Hard to Find” and “Salty 
Dog,” which she. belts in her ‘“‘shoutin’” style, and an up- 
tempoed “Lizzie's Blues.’’ Her chorus of “Darktown Strut- 
ters’ Ball” in Cajun French is quite special. One marvels all 
the more at this voice in remembering that its owner is closely 
approaching the generally accepted retirement age. 

Sharkey, too, is getting up there—53 next Tuesday—but 

still blows a spirited trumpet. Instrumental honors this time 
g0, however, to Trombonist Santo Pecora (this is a guess, for, 
unpardonably, the personnel isn’t listed). Among band offer- 
ings are “The Eyes of Texas,” “Auf Wiederseh’n Sweetheart” 
and a title that must have come in the back way, “Look Sharp 
—Be Sharp.” Yes, it’s the melody that gets to be a pest at 
World Series time. 
OTHER NEW LPS featuring feminine singers are Jo 
Stafford’'s “Once Over Lightly’ (Columbia) and Caterina 
Valente’s “Plenty Valente!” (Decca). Jo shares billing with 
the expert Art Van Damme Quintet, which demonstrates its 
talents both in accompaniments and on the bridges of such 
songs as “Almost Like Being in Love,” “Autumn Leaves” and 
“The Gypsy in My Soul.” Miss Valente, an import from 
Europe, isn’t as exciting as in her first Decca LP, of Latin 
American songs, her specialty. This just isn't a voice to be 
turned loose on any song. 

Her new offerings include “Moonlight in Vermont” and 
“Nocturne for the Blues,” which is actually “Harlem Nocturne” 
with lyrics. 


THE COUNT BASIE band’s often-requested arrangement 
of “April in Paris’ occupies the opening track of a Verve LP 
Riven the same title. This is the audience fooler, the one in 
which the band blows a powerful 12-bar rideout and stops. 
Then Basie directs “One more time,” the finale is played 
again and then the bit of tomfoolery is repeated a second 
time. Also in the collection are Duke Ellington’s “What Am I 
Here For,’ a Neal Hefti arrangement called “Dinner With 
Friends” and several originals by members of the band.

VLADIMIR HOROWITZ 


Classical Records 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


RECORDING THE OPERAS of Richard Wagner's 
“Ring” cycle is a formidable undertaking. All except “Das 
Rheingold” are twice as long as most operas and they require 
voices that are no longer plentiful if they ever were, Never- 
theless London Records has made a try at “Gotterdammerung” 
and with a modest degree of success because of Kirsten Flag- 
stad’s presence in the role of Brunhilde. Mme, Flagstad now 
has trouble with her high voice but aside from this she is 
wholly effective; and, as in her best days, she can supply the 
power that a heroic role must have and an agreeable human 
warmth and a subtlety of inflection as well. 

Mme. Flagstad is supported by her fellow Norwegian Set 

Svanholm in the role of Siegfried. Svanholm is in and out, 
you might say. When he can control the quaver in his voice 
he delivers the music with a ringing clang which, at the same 
time, is not too hard in quality. Egil Nordsjo has the appro- 
priate robust kind of basso to sing Hagen, but he sings a little 
too placidly for such a malevolent character. Per Gronneberg 
is Alberich, Waldermar Johnsen is Gunther, Ingrid Bjoner 
is Gutrune and Eva Gustavson is Waltraute. 
AS THESE NAMES indicate, this is a Norwegian produc- 
tion. The recording was made in Oslo and the Oslo Philhare 
monie Orchestra, which sounds well most of the time, also 
participated in the proceedings, together. with the Norwegian 
State Radio Chorus. Oivin Fjeldstad, the conductor, could not 
always command the dramatic force that the score requires, 
but the playing is precise and well paced. 

Most of the scenes here recorded are from a production 
arranged by the Norwegian State Radio System. As several 
scenes were omitted they were recorded separately together 
with a few small corrections. Their insertions make this a 
recording of the complete opera. (London, Six 12-inch LPs 
with German-English libretto and an index of themes.) 


THE PIANIST Vladimir Horowitz gives but few public 
performances these days but evidently it is not because he 
has lost any of his power or his remarkable technical facility. 
These are all apparent in his recording of Beethoven's ‘““Moon- 
light” and “Waldstein” sonatas together with thoroughly indi- 
vidualized interpretations. The opening of the “Moonlight” 
sonata is played very slowly and with a beautifully soft 
quality of tone. As its sense of continuity is preserved the 
effect is arresting and appropriate. Here, as in all his per- 
formances, Horowitz accents notes by delaying his attacks, a 
form of rubato which becomes noticeably mannered and irri- 
tating after many repetitions, 

The first and last movements of the ‘“‘Waldstein” are carried 
off with a marvellous rushing energy and brilliance of articula- 
lion. (RCA-Victor, One 12-inch LP.) 


PAUL BADURA-SKODA’S (performance of Beetho- 
ven's Piano Concerto No, 2 is smartly incisive in all three 
movements. He is ably supported by the Vienna State Opera 
Orchestra under Hermann Scherchen, The dryness of the 
reproduction, however, makes many passages sound percussive 
that were intended to be fluent and this is true for both soloist 
and orchestra, On the reverse side the orchestra, again under 
Scherchen, is recorded in two Beethoven overtures: “The 


Consecration of the House” and “Coriolan.” (Westminster, 
One 12-inch LP.) 


PIERRE MONTEU X, who conducted the world premiere 
of Stravinsky's “Le Sacre du Printemps,” has lived long 
enough to see this once controversial work become a standard 
item with orchestras big enough to play it. A newly recorded 
performance by the Paris Conservatoire Orchestra with Mon- 
teux conducting is refreshingly clear in all its lines, finely 
balanced, vividly colored and youthfully strong in its rhythmic 
drive. Monteux works up the first half to a smashing climax; 
but manages to top it in the second. The reproduction is excele 
lent. (RCA-Victor, One 12-inch LP.)

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 6 (AP) 
—Sam Snead, battling a balky 
driver and putter as well as a 
host of talented rivals, saw his 
lead in the Twenty-first Mas- 
ters whittled to a single stroke 
in the third round today as this 
gaudy golf show turned into a 
free-for-all race. Then he went 
out to practice putting. 

Arnold Palmer, a young pro 
who never before has figured 
prominently in this tournament; 
United States Amateur Cham- 
pion Harvie Ward, who must 
have taken a cue from Billy 
Joe Patton and Ken Venturi; 
and Ed Furgol, the lame-armed 
former Open champion, bobbed 
up as Snead’s principal chal- 
lengers. 

Snead, a three-time Masters 
winner playing erratically on 
windswept Augusta National, 
shot a third round 74 over the 
6980-yard, par 36-36—72 course. 
That was barely enough to keep 
him in front with a 54-hole 
total of 214 as Palmer, 1954 
amateur champion, came _ in 
with a striking sub-par 69 to 
tie at 215 with Ward and Stan 
Leonard, Canadian pro who 
holed a 25-foot putt on the 
18th green for a 68, the best 
score of the day. 

Furgol 72 for 216. 

Ward, after coming within a 
stroke of tying Sammy at to- 
day's nine-hole turn, splashed a 
shot in the water at the elev- 
enth and fell back to the run- 
ner-up spot with a one-under- 
par 71. Furgol, former St. Louis 
pro who has a sore right arm as 
well as his lame left, had a 72 
for a 216 total. 

Jimmy Demaret, the other 
three-time winner who was 
Snead’s principal challenger at 
the halfway mark, slumped to 
a 75 today and was tied at 217 
with former P.G.A. champion 
Doug Ford and defending cham- 
pion Jackie: Burke. 

England's veteran Henry Cot- | 
ton and Australia’s young Peter 
Thomson, each of whom has | 
won the British Open three 
times, were bracketed at 218. 

These were the contenders 
as Sammy’s lead barely held up 
and the pack became bunched 
so that almost any one of more 
than a half dozen players could 
win the title in tomorrow’s 
final round. 

A huge gallery, estimated at 
about 12,000, jammed Augusta 
National’s sunny but windswept 
terrain, concentrating around 
the Snead-Ford, Demaret-Thom- 
son and Burke-Ward duos. 

Ford managed a par 72 with 
the aid of some good chipping. 
Burke matched Snead’s 74. Cot- 
ton had a par 72 and Thom- 
son a 73. 

Sam and His Putter. 

As soon as he signed his 
card at the 18th, Snead, who 
had been talking only yester- 
day about his successful “new” 
putting stroke, walked to the 
practice green and _ began 
knocking five-footers at the 


cups. 

His failure to drop those 
short ones was his biggest trou- 
ble today, although his vaunt- 
ed driver also acted up at 
times. Sam _ three-putted on 
four greens, knocked three 
drives into the woods and hook- 
ed a couple of second shots. 

It was questionable whether 
Palmer or Ward was the more 
sensational challenger. Palnier, 
a husky 26-year-old from La- 
trobe, Pa., has had marked suc- 
cess in his third year_as a pro. 
Only last week he won the 
Azalea Open at Wilmington, N. 
C., and earlier he won the Hous- 
ton Open, He’s a long hitter—

would like to have a good 
third baseman and the Cardi- 
nals woefully need a com- 
plete center fielder. 


Talent must be short down 
on the farm clubs when the 
Dodgers can’t find a satis- 
factory No. 2 catcher and 
when they have to trade a 
young shortstop, Chico Fer- 
nandez, for Elmer Valo, who 
less than a year ago had be- 
come a free agent. 


That deal also points to the 
shortage of shortstops. Roy

into contention and then into 
a late lead,

a three-pointer (a field goal 
and free throw) to give the 
Hawks an 84-81 advantage, the 
former Minneapolis backliner 
dominated the game.

Pettit, former Louisiana 
State star who missed winning 
the league scoring champion- 
ship this season because he suf- 
fered a fractured left wrist Feb. 
15, was the high St. Louis scor-

Formal groundbreaking was 
staged yesterday at Fulton, Mo., 
for the beginning of a $6,568.- 
750, 10-year-expansion of the 
Westminster College for Men, 
which was founded in 1851 by 
the Fulton Presbyterian Church. 
Many St. Louisans took part in 
the ceremony. 

The college, operated under 
sponsorship of the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S., and the Presby- 
terian Church, U.S.A., since 
1903, has about 52 acres, eight 
buildings in the educational 
plant, seven Greek-letter frater- 
nity houses, other buildings. It 


Boys’ Club 
Building Plan 
Is Reported 


Plans for construction of a 
“Boys Club of St. Louis” build- 
streets at Eleventh and Sidney 
streets have been reported. Part 
of the site, which is the gift of 
Jacob Stocke, is to be used for 
a large athletic field. 

Raymond E. Maritz and Sons, 
Inc. architectural firm, de- 
signed the building and is to 
supervise its construction. 

The structure is planned ‘to 


contain a lobby, executive of- 
fices, physical director’s office, 
regulation size gymnasium with 
bleachers wrestling and boxing 
rooms, exercise and meeting 
rooms custodian’s quarters, and 
a handball court. 

Additional facilities include a 
large game room, library, pool 
room, two club rooms, kitchen 
and snack bar, staff office, rum- 
pus room, crafts shop, locker 
rooms and showers, etc. 

Specifications call for a steel 
framing with steel bar joists, 
covered with pre - cast light 
weight concrete slabs. Interior 
walls are to be of haydite 
blocks. Exterior walls will be 
brick with cut stone trim. 

Arthur K. Atkinson, president 
of the Wabash Railroad, is 
chairman of a current drive to 
raise $300,000 necessary for 
construction. He hopes “re- 
sponse to the drive will permit 
construction to begin in the 
near future. 

“Because of a recent congres- 
sional committee report that St. 
Louis is losing its fight with 
juvenile delinquency, it is im- 
portant that St. Louisans sup- 
port the ‘Boys Club of St. Lou- 
is,’ which is one of the leading 
agencies working with juve- 
niles,” Atkinson said. 

“Boys’ Club of St. Louis” was 
founded in 1929 by the Rev. 
Charles P. Maxwell and was 
first located at Ninth and Park 
avenues and then at Seventh 
and Lafayette. In 1932, it moved 
to its present quarters at 915 
Lafayette avenue — an aban- 
doned bakery building which 
the club has rehabilitated with 
odds and ends. 

The club is affiliated with the 
national Boys’ Clubs of Amer- 
ica which has 500 branches, 
generally located in low-income 
areas. The national organiza- 
tion recently celebrated its fif- 
tieth anniversary and is char- 
tered by the federal govern- 
ment, 

The local branch is a mem- 
ber of the United Fund Organi- 
zation of Greater St. Louis.

Farms --- Shortages 
By 1960 Predicted 


—— 


At the rate construction is now gobbling up the Americap 
countryside, population and food-producing land will come inte 
delicate balance in the early 1960s, the editors of the building 
magazine Architectural Forum predict. The current small decline 
in the building of homes is not sufficient to offset this trend. 


Today's troublesome farm surpluses may look good to future 
generations as they try to solve the problem of increasing farm- 
land at the expense of buildings and pavement, Forum says. 


Each year an estimate 1,100,000 acres go out of crop use 
and into suburbs, industrial sites, airports, highways and the like. 
The bite promises to grow bigger, not smaller. The new federal 


highway program alone will put pavement over 1,000,000 acres 
in the next decade. 


But a plentiful new reservoir of building sites is already 
waiting, say Forum's editors, in the place where land is supposed 
to be the one thing in short supply—in the cities. Moreover 
urban land prices have shown little change in the past 10 years, 
and in almost all cases are below the peaks of the twenties. 


Much of this undiscovered land reservoir is cast off or under- 
used industrial and commercial land which never was developed 
or which now stands or is about to stand derelict or empty. 
City halls, which have been thinking of renewal problems only 
in terms of slum clearance and residential redevelopment, should 
wake up to the fact that they have unrealized quantities of ea 


basic commodity which is going to be in short supply elsewhere, 
the editors declare. 


Very few cities have made inventory of their land reservoirs, 
The few that have, demonstrated that a surprising amount of 
unused land exists. In reéplanning one-square-mile downtown of 
Fort Worth, the underused or derelict reservoir was large enough 
to provide space for a belt highway, parking garages for 60,000 
cars, green belts, a 300 per cent increase in retail area, 60 per 
cent increase in office space, 80 per cent in hotel space, and 
new civic, cultural and convention centers. 


The St. Louis area communities have done a partial job of 
achieving such an inventory, but a rapidly changing commercial 
and industrial pattern already has made some of that original 
consideration inadequate here. New thinking and a type of con- 
tinuing-inventory appears to be the order of the day if the 
inventory is not out-dated before it is achieved.

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Tree Is Major Long-Term Investment---Choose Right One 


Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 


The purchase of a tree is a 
major, long-term investment 
that should bring big returns 
over the years. Handsome trees 
not only pay dividends in 
beauty and shade for outdoor 
living areas, but may even lower 
the temperature inside the 
house by as much as 10 or 20 
degrees. Moreover, they tend 
to enhance the resale value of 
a property as they grow. 

Careful selection, placement 
and planting of a tree is there- 
fore extremely important. First 
of all, it is best to select several 
different kinds, for a diversified 
planting will not be so vulner- 
able to the epidemic tree dis- 
eases that are currently doing 
so much damage. 


It is well to remember, too, 
that you rarely find a “bar- 
gain” tree. A specimen shade 
tree can be produced only by 
long years of careful feeding, 
pruning and root pruning. 

Large trees that are sold 
cheaply (usually from a truck 
or a temporary sales lot) as a 
rule have been collected from 
the woods, or are culls. They al- 
most always have an impover- 
ished root system. A wild tree 
tends to concentrate its energy 
in a single very long tap root. 
When this root is cut (as it must 
be if the tree is moved), very 
little remains. On the other 
hand, a small, sturdy tree with 
a husky root system usually is 
a fine investment. 

Among the best shade trees 
are the oak, sweet gum, tulip 
tree, moraine locust, red maple 
and sugar maple. If there is 
room for a_broad-spreading 
aristocrat, try a beech or a 
linden. Most of these choice 
species resent being moved, but 
fortunately many kinds are now 
being “canned” by the nurser- 
jes and can be started and 
established with ease, 


Encourage An Oak. 


Midwestern gardeners must 
get over the idea that they 
haven't time enough to plant 
and grow good trees, according 
to the famed dendrologist, Au- 
gust P. Beilman. “Even an oak,” 
he says, “can be encouraged to 
add half an inch to its trunk 
diameter each vear, and in less 
than a decade it will be a siz- 
able tree.”

Crab Apples (Malus) — Many 
fine crabs may be used as speci- 
men trees in groupings on the 
lawn or background plants for 
shrub or flower borders.

(Malus floribunda) has pink 
buds, whitish blooms, and red 
or yellow fruits. Malus pure 
purea eleyi has bright red flow- 
ers and reddish foliage. 

The Hopa crab, which is 
somewhat larger, also has pur- 
plish-red leaves. The Scheideck- 
er crab apple (M. scheideckeri) 
has pale pink flowers and yel- 
low fruits. Others to be recome- 
mended are M. astrosanguinea, 


M. arnoldiana,-M. zumi calo- 
carpa, and a new, brilliant- 
flowered variety, M. almey. 


Ornamental cherries—The au- 
tumn-flowering cherry, Prunus 
subhirtella autumnalis, has deli- 
cate pink flowers in April and 
often produces a smaller crop 
in the fall. The weeping cherry 
(P. subhirtella pendula), with 
its fountain form, is most dis- 
tinctive, and it has trim, re- 
fined foliage. Although most of 
the Japanese flowering cherries 
are not very happy in the mid- 
west, Prunus kwanzan, which 
has double pink-flowers is a 
beautiful tree. 

Purple-leaf plum (Prunus 
cerasifera atropurpurea) — An 
attractive small tree that has 
pink flowers in early spring, 
with glossy, purplish leaves.

The familiar “percentage” 
rule of tipping—between 10 and 
15 per cent of the bill—is use- 
ful but limited. Frequently, the 
amount of the bill is no guide at 
all, such as in city taxicabs. 
Tips are on the low side in such 
places as Latin-America and 
most of Asia, where nearer 10 
per cent is acceptable. 

A useful guide, when in 
doubt, is to remember that “tip” 
comes from the English word 
“tippling” and means “drink 
money.” In German the word

INTEGRATION LEADER 
TO SPEAK AT RALLY 


The Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr., one of the leaders of 
the Negro boycott against Mont- 
gomery City (Ala.)

The script in several spots struck 
sparks df sheer eloquence that put pure fiction to 
shame. Reality is strong stuff—but “Poznan,” while 
it was gripping like a lot of actuals, had no real fin- 
ish.

Please prepare to assist us’—and the actual techniques of 
ditching. As in the original, not only were no lives lost, but 
no one got hurt. It generated quite a lot of suspense during 
the operation, but after it was all over you felt you had been 
looking at a newsreel, not a drama. It was a little too im- 
personal. If the actuals are going to have permanent impact 
as drama, they must have people in them.

the morning. 

“TI made a few half-hearted 
attempts at finding a job here 
in Urania to work in the field 
cutting wood ... but I help 
the folks around the house. 
Right now, I’m gravelling in 
the driveway. 

“Then I watch television, play 
with my kid brothers and sis- 
ters, read magazines or go to a 
drive-in movie once in a while. 
When hunting season was on I 
did a lot of hunting. Maybe 
I'll be a farmer.” 

His family—his father is a 
woodcutter and there are five 
other children—purchased a 
100-acre farm near Urania on 
July 28, 1951, with the $10,000 
G.I. insurance paid on the pre- 
sumption he was dead. So far 
the family has not been ordered 
to return the money. 

Wilson added, “The folks 
would like it if I became a 
farmer because it would keep 
me with them.

to do so until after this year’s 
crop is in. I think that’s about 
it,” he said with a smile.

ISSISSIPPI farm boy Otho 
Me. Bell knows he’s still an 
outcast, even if he isn’t 
sure just who or what's to 
blame. 

“The Chinese Communists 
captured my mind,” said the 
26-year-old, brown-haired, slim- 
boned turncoat. 

“No one can appreciate it here 
in America unless he’s been 
through all that stuff in China. 
Why the other night when some 
New York commie officers were 
talking on TV, 1 got so damned 
burned up I switched it off.” 

Bell enlisted in the Army 
from his Hillsboro, Miss., home 
when he was 17, after spending 
three years in the eighth grade. 
His father told the Army the 
boy had lied about his age and 
he was discharged. A few months 
later, in January, 1949, Bell 
enlisted again. He was 18. 

While stationed at Fort Lewis, 
Wash., Bell married a girl he 
met in nearby East Olympia. He 
went to Korea, was captured in 
1951, became a “progressive,” 
made Red propaganda record- 
ings, signed “peace” petitions, 
and then took a_ turncoat 
journey in Red China. 

“They treated us like kids,” 
he said, “cruel for a time, then 
they’d pet us. They said my 
wife was in China and would 
soon be with me.” 

But his wife, Jewell, was still 
in East Olympia and had given 
birth to their first child, Paula, 
now six. 

In China, Bell said, he re- 
alized he had been falsely sold, 
and he became a trouble maker. 
By March, 1955 after more than 
a year, he had determined to go 
home: “We had the guts to fight 
our way out.” 

Crossing into Hong Kong, he 
told newsmen, “I expect people 
to be sort of bitter back home. 


We may go to prison. If we do 
we deserve it.” In San Fran- 
cisco, he added, “I may die in 
my country as a traitor, but 
I am not a traitor.” 

He was greeted by neither 
extended imprisonment nor 
death, but by his wife with the 
child he had never seen in her 
arms. She still says, “I believe 
in my husband. If he did wrong 
he paid for it.” 

Deputy Sheriff C. A. Stone 
told how Bell recently served 
out a 30-day sentence for his 
second drunk driving offense. 

“When they brought him in, 
he did a lot of raving about 
Korea that didn’t make sense. 
But when he sobered up he was 
okay. He served out his sen- 
tence on week ends so’s to keep 
working.” 

“That's over now,” Bell said. 
“My wife and my minister 
helped. A woman author down 
South is helping me write a 
book. If it ever gets published, 
I’m going to donate every cent 
to that crusade thing against 
Communism. I want to show 


I’m sincere.”

returned to the red-earthed, 

piney woods of East Texas 
where he was born. The friends 
and neighbors in his home town 
generally have shown .- them- 
selves willing to take him back 
despite the brand he carries as 
a “turncoat.” Griggs, now at- 
tending a small college, says, 
“T’ll make something of myself 
yet.” But this tall, athletic- 
looking, 25-year-old doesn’t 
know where he’s going. 

His thin, shy mother, Mrs. 
Elsie Griggs, highly respected 
as a deeply religious woman, 
insists: 

“Good will come of it yet. 
The Christians here are all for 
the boy.” 

The hamlet of Neches, where 
Griggs was raised, and nearby 
Jacksonville, where he was 
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born, are still rural Sunday-go- 
toemeeting towns. And young 
Griggs’ friends, his old school- 
teacher remembers, “were all 
church boys.” She added, “He 
was very sensitive, quiet, obedi- 
ent, extremely polite. He had 
few friends.” 

“Lewie took after his mother,” 
said one of his neighbors in 
Neches. “The other boy, Lewie’s 
brother, Jimmy, took after his 
father (an electrician) who died 
when Lewie was in prison camp. 
He was quite a mixer. All their 
mother’s folks are timid.” 

“Lewie wanted to go to the 
service by the time he was 16,” 
Mrs. Griggs recalled. “I had to 
beg him to wait until he was 17. 
We sent him to Allen Military 
Academy to try and make him 
forget the Army. He stayed 
about two weeks, got homesick 
and left. He finally joined the 
Army at 17, was in the States 
about six months and went to 
Korea.” 

He was working as an Army 
medic when the Red Chinese 
over-ran his platoon, captured 
him, and began an indoctrina- 
tion ‘that led to his choice, in 
1953, to go to Red China rather 
than home. He was sent to a 
factory, and over the next two 
years he learned, he said: 

“If the Communists do make 
good their attempt to master 
the world, we will have slipped 
back into the dark ages.” 

Finally he decided. “I wanted 
a measure of freedom in decid- 
ing my fate and something 
more than a cheap suit and a 
uniform so I was determined 
to come home.” 

At first he relaxed, worked 
two days in a warehouse, and 
then after a year went off to 
Stephin F. Austin State College 
at Nacogdoches, 50 miles from 
Jacksonville. 

In Jacksonville and Neches, 
the people listen to the pulpit. 

“The people of the church,” 
said the wise and wizened lead- 
ing Baptist minister, “have 
made it their duty to encour- 
age and help Lewie.” 

Yet beneath the expressed 
determination to forgive the 
repentant turncoat sinner lie 
all manner of attitudes. 

Mrs, Griggs, who works 
nights at a hospital, said she 
thinks he will return to Jack- 
sonville when he finishes col- 
lege. 

But Griggs said, “I got an 
educatton of sorts from the 
Chinese experience and I want 
to put it to use. Doing what I 
cant say. Along with this black 
mark I got an entirely new set 
of interests, Things I’ve never 
thought about before now con- 
cern me.” 

He had talked easily in an 
interview. But he stiffened 
when he stepped out onto the 
pine-shaded campus, where he 
is rarely seen with other levi- 
clad students, speaks only 
when spoken to, and earns B’s 
and C’s. He is just another stu- 
dent but a student shielded by 
the general campus attitude— 
as expressed by the dean—of 
“Judge not least yet be judged.”

VERY now and then some- 
E one creates a slight contre- 

temps at Chapman Knives 
and Saws, Inc., by wandering 
into the place with a handful 
of kitchen knives to be sharp- 
ened. 


A. Floyd Chapman, junior or 
senior, can take one of two 
courses. He can explain to the 
would-be customer that while 
they do sharpen knives, kitch- 
en knives are not exactly the 
kind they sharpen and send 
him on his way slightly bewil- 
dered. 

Or, he can take him back 
into the shop and show him 
the kind of knives they do 
sharpen, and send him on his 


way, perhaps even more be- 
wildered. 
Some of the knives they 


sharpen at the Chapman com- 
pany are as much as 28 feet 
long, and weigh so much it 
takes half a dozen men to lift 
them. From there, they range 
in size down to a carbide-tip 
trimmer knife, an attachment 
for a metal cutting saw, which 
is only about an inch and a 
half long. 


In between are hog knives, 
rag knives, veneer knives, ex- 
celsior knives, tobacco knives 
and pinking knives, just to 
name a few of the bewildering 
sizes and shapes which the 
Chapman company and its 
staff of expert sharpeners are 
busy sharpening from morning 
until night. 


The story of the Chapman 
company is not only one 
of those little-known but in- 
triguing St. Louis industries, 
but a’ success story as well. 
A. Floyd Chapman Sr. started 
with one grinder many years 
ago, and delivered the freshly 
ground blades on foot.

ODAY, the Chapman com- 
T pany is the largest outfit of 

its kind in the country, 
grinding the dozens of various 
knives, blades, saws and other 
cutting equipment which are 
employed, in case you didn’t 
know it, in the manufacture of 
just about everything you use, 
wear, eat and smoke. 


Recently the company cele- 
brated 45 years in the sharpen- 
ing business by moving into its 
own new building, at 4040 Clay- 
ton avenue, where it held open 
house for old friends and cus- 
tomers, and served coffee and 
doughnuts. Interested in seeing 
how a 28-foot knife gets sharp- 
ened, we dropped in. 


The senior Chapman is a tall, 
pleasant, gray-haired man who 
looks like a past president of 
the Rotary club, which is ex- 
actly what he turned out to be. 
He runs the company with the 
help of his older son, Floyd Jr., 
a tall, middle-aged man, and his 
younger son, John. 


“I was in the sponge and 
chamois business when I first 
came to St. Louis in 1910,” the 
elder Chapman told us, “but it 
seemed like everybody else was 
in it too. I was making $35 a 
month, and I got the feeling I 
wasn't getting anywhere. 


“One day I answered an ad 
for a salesman. I knew that 
salesmen were making $50, so 
I cffered to take the job for 
$45, and I got it.” The job was 
selling knives for a manufactur- 
ing concern in Ohio. That was 
in November. He wasn't to go 
to work until the first of the 
year. 


“So to tide me over,” he con- 
tinued, “I went to a downtown 
department store and got a job 
selling toys for $6 a week and a 
commission. I sold more than 
anyone else in the department 
by more than 40 per cent, 

“Sometimes people ask me 
the secret of salesmanship. | 
tell them its my name. In the 
dictionary it says Chapman 
means a peddler or a hawker. 
I didn’t know that until a few 
years ago.” 


* * * 


ATE in 1912, Chapman’s 
[sales manager in the knife 

manufacturing concern told 
him they were going into the 
grinding business. “I didn’t 
know a thing about it, and he 
didn’t know much more,” Chap- 
man recalled. “He told me to 
go out and find a place. I 
rented an old saloon at Second 
and Pine streets and we put in 
a grinder and hired a man. But 
a few weeks later the landlord 
ran us out. Said we were shak- 
ing the building to pieces.” But 
that was how the business start- 
ed. 

Chapman left the grinding 
business for a while and went 
to San Francisco to join his 
brother in the tire business. 
“But he thought I'd made mon- 
ey, and I thought he had. It

Y 1919 Chapman was in the 
Berinaing business on his own. 

Most of. his business was the 
knives used by printing shops 
and newspapers to cut paper. 

“My delivery service was my 
younger brother,” he said. “‘Ev- 
ery afternoon he came to the 
shop at 4857 Easton avenue 
from school on the streetcar. 
Then he would pile the sharp- 
ened blades on a_ two-wheel 
push cart and deliver them.” 

As Chapman added _ equip- 
ment, he went out after more 
business. 

“Now we're by far the largest 
outfit of our kind in the coun- 
try.’ he said. “‘We have custo- 
mers all over the United States, 
including all the federal pris- 
ons, which send us the shear 
blades they use in the metal- 
working shops.” 


In 1935 Chapman opened an- 
other sharpening plant in Kan- 
sas City, which employs nine 
people. There are 23 people in 
the St. Louis plant, of whom 
a dozen are experts at sharpen- 
ing knives and saws. 

“One of them,” said Chap- 
man, “does nothing but grind 
carbide-tip saws, the kind you 
use down at the newspaper for 
cutting metal. Did you know 
that a 10-inch carbide-tip saw 
blade costs $116?” 


Chapman suggested we go 
into his shop and look around. 

“TI want to show you a new 
machine we added when we 
moved into the new building. It 
cost $22,000. It has a 40-foot 
bed and weighs 30,000 pounds 
and sits on a solid bed of con- 
crete.” 

We looked at the huge ma- 
chine, which is used, Chapman 
explained, in sharpening shears 
for cutting wood veneer. Those 
are the biggest knives of all, 
some running as long as 28 feet. 
One of these blades, Chapman 
said, can slice veneer as thin

as paper off the full length of 
a log. 

This machine is one of a half- 
dozen grinding machines in the 
shop, all of which work’ on 
pretty much the same principle. 
The blades are fastened to a 
mobile platform which moves 
back and forth, making contact 
with a grinding wheel which 
turns at such high speed that 
both wheel and blade have to be 
cooled by running water. 


When it comes. off the ma- 
chine the blade is sharp enough 


to be lethal, but not sharp 
enough to suit Chapman. The 
blades are then placed on 


wooden racks, sharp side up,

and an expert honer goes to 
work on the. He hones them by 
hand, first with a carborundum 
stone, and last with an Arkansas 
stone, a variety of novaculite 
found only in the Ouachita 
mountains of Arkansas, and con- 
sidered by experts the best hon- 
ing material in the world.

E watched Bill Williams, a 

veteran honer, finishing off 

a paper-cutting blade to a 
razor sharpness. When he was 
a beginner, Bill said, he almost 
always had two or three fin- 
gers in bandages. Now he sel- 
dom gets cut. 

“Just to give you an idea of 
how sharp these blades are,” 
Chapman said, “one day a blade 
was left lying on a table with 
part of the cutting edge ex- 


posed. A_ salesman, walking 
through the shop, brushed 
against it. When he got in the 


office he stopped to see if he 
had cut his topcoat. He had. 
Then he looked at his trousers, 
and his trouser leg was sliced 
open. Then he looked at his 
leg, and discovered it was cut 
too. It’s like the old story of 
the man who was slashed with 
the sword. He didn't realize he 
was hit until he tried to shake 
his head.” 

When he had finished honing 
the blade, Williams took a 
piece of paper in one hand, 
laid it edgewise against the 
blade and it sliced it as clean 
as though it had been cut with 
a pair of scissors. 

The blades are shipped to 
and from the Chapman com- 
pany on special boards, one 
edge of which has a groove 
into which the Pl edge 
fits. The blades are then bolt- 
ed to the board. 

“The blades are so lethal,” 
Chapman explained, “that we 
have a hard time getting rid 
of the old ones. There comes a 
time when blades can't be 
sharpened any more, then they 
become scrap. But the junk 
dealers won't touch them. If 
One of these blades should slip 
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fn handling, or slide out of a 
load of scrap, it could cut off 
a man’s leg.” 

It would cost more than they 
are worth for scrap to grind 
the sharp edges off. So the 
Chapman company handles the 
disposal problem for its cus- 
tomers. The company keeps 
the blades there until there is 
a sizeable pile, then employes, 
who are accustomed to han- 
dling them load them on trucks, 
take them to railroad yards and 
load them on flat cars, and off 
they go to steel mills,

E moved to another ma- 

chine which was sharpen- 

ing a 22-foot blade which 
slices metal. 

“It’s for a company 
makes burial vaults,” Chapman 
siid. “That blade goes into a 
machine that cuts strips of steel 
22 feet long and one inch wide 
We get blades 20 feet long from 
a company in Galesburg, IIl., 
that manufactures metal corn 
cribs.” 

Another machine was cutting 
and sharpening blades about 
the size of-a yardstick. 

“We make those,” Chapman 
explained, “for a company that 
makes composition roofing. We 
make 2000 a month for them.” 

The grinding wheels, he said, 
are not solid wheels like the 
old-fashioned grindstone, but 
are made of semi-circular seg- 
ments. Some years ago a man 
in the business cracked a grind- 
ing wheel and a piece of it fell 
out. He had to go on using it 
until he could get a new wheel. 
In the process he discovered 
that the wheel with the piece 
missing ground faster and bet- 
ter than a solid wheel. Nobody 
knows exactly why this is, but 
now all grinding wheels have 
several spaces in them. 

Another machine was putting 
a razor edge on an ominous- 
looking knife aboyt’ foot square. 
“That's a tobacco knife,” Chap- 
man explained. “Used for cut- 
ting tobacco for cigarettes. We 

sharpen about 75 a day for Lig- 
gett & Myers.” 

Ve looked at another machine 
which, Chapman said, was 
equipped for concave grinding, 
used to sharpen knives used for 
splitting leather for manufac- 
turers of shoes, handbags and so 
forth. The blade will make two 
sections of leather where there 
was only one before. 

Various other knives in the 
process of being sharpened were 
potato chip knives, knives for 
cutting off the ends of brooms, 
knives for cutting sauerkraut 
and pickles, and hog knives, 
which have nothing to do with 
hogs but which are used for re- 
ducing rags and wood to a pulp. 

Other large blades were be- 
ing sharpened for Bemis Bag 
Co. used for cutting stacks of 
burlap into various sizes. Near- 
by was a set of blades 108 inch- 
es long. 

“These blades,” Chapman 
pointed out, “cut a sheet of 
steel eight feet wide into-a Ssix- 
inch mesh. It’s used for making 
jail cells. The metal is spring 
tempered to the point where 
you can hardly file it. It’s the 
only job we ever took that we 
won't guarantee.”

az HE most unusual blades are 


that 


the pinking blades, used by 

dress manufacturers for cut- 
ting many thicknesses of mate- 
rial with a pinked edge. The 
cutting edge is a fine zig-zag. 
The blades are first ground on 
the machine, and then each zig 
and zag has to be filed by hand. 
“Costs them $25 a blade,” Chap- 
man said. 

The Chapman company got 
into the saw sharpening end of 
the business during World War 
Il. They sharpen saws which 
range in size from the small 
metal-cutting saws used in 
newspaper composing rooms, to 
saw mill blades which run as 
high as nine feet in diamete! 
They are shipped to the Clap- 
man company from all over the 
United States, 

One reason for this is that 
large circular saw mill blades 
have to be “smithed” every so 
often as well as sharpened 
This is a hand process, which 
consists of pounding one side 
of the blade with hammers on 
an anvil to make it slightly con- 
cave on one side 


Technically Chapman ex- 
plained, it means putting ten- 
sion in the saws to compensate 
for the stretch at the rim when 
the saw is operating at high 


speed. Centrifugal force stretch- 
ec the rim and the saw buckles 
unless it is properly smithed. 
There are only about six men 
left in the United States who 
know how to smith a saw blade, 
and two of them. are at Chap- 
man’s 

In addition to sharpening, the 
Chapman company manufac- 
tures several different knives 
and saws for specialized jobs. 
One is a tire trimmer, used by 
tire manufacturers for trimming 
the knobs off the sides of new 
tires left when the tread is ap- 
plied. Another is a scribe saw 
used by the large meat packing 
companies for cutting the back- 
bones out of hogs. 

Chapman has a rule against 
sharpening anything used by 
hand, but he brceke it a few 
years ago. Blackstone the Ma- 
gician came in with the saw he 
uses to cut a woman in half. 
They sharpened it for him,

Dear Martha: 
AM troubled and don't know which way to turn. It 
| seems that I have developed a personality difficulty in 
which I have become so self-conscious that I am afraid 
to live each day. I cannot even face my friends any more 
and my job is beginning

Vio this constant fear and 
tension. I feel that it is 
about time that I seek pro- 
fessional help. I have tried 
desperately to overcome 
my fears and worries but 
have failed. 
NEUROTIC. 
It's a rare person, in- 
deed, who doesn’t have 
fears and worries and who 
doesn’t fall victim to times 
of discouragement and just 
plain feeling blue. Some- 
times, with a determined 
effort to analyze those 
fears and recognize them 
as without substance or 
‘Ne reality, we can fight our 
way back. Sometimes, it requires only a feeling of love 
for others, a desire to help those who seem to be in need. 
By remembering them, we forget ourselves. But yours 
might be a problem which requires professional counseling 
and specialized help. There is in St. Louis a movement 
known as Recovery, Inc., for those who have suffered men- 
tal or nervoug difficulties and now have’ banded together 
to insure their recovery by talking out their problems with 
others. You can obtain information about this from The 
Queen’s Work, 3115 South Grand boulevard. The Metro- 
poltian Church Federation offers a Pastoral Counseling 
Service where both ministerial and psychiatric help are 
available. Call the Federation office, CEntral 1-3770, for 
an appointment.

Mideast Crisis Sends Free World 
Into Race for Super Oil Tankers 


NEW YORK, April 6 (AP)—, 


Crisis in the Middle East ap- 
pears to have stampeded free 
world shipping owners into a 
race for super tankers. : 

What began as an orderly ex- 
periment with future oil tanker 
needs took on a look of frenzy 
after Egypt's President Nasser 
nationalized the Suez canal 


Now the drive is for ships that 
can make the long run around 
the tip of Africa and still op- 
erate economically. 

During the time the canal was 
closed, the world-wide demand 
for tankers sent charter costs 


skyrocketing. Now, with the ca- | 


nal open, costs are down again. 
But paradoxically, although a 
sharp setback in both price and 
demand seems to be in the off- 
ing, it is likely that there will 
never be enough tankers to do 
the huge oil job ahead. 

Just after World War II, an 
18,000-ton tanker was consid- 
ered big. There were only a 
handful of tankers in the 24,- 
000-ton class. In 1954, the big- 
-gest afloat was the 46,000-ton 
World Glory. In 1957, the big- 
gest is the 85,500-ton Universe 
Leader. 

But on order is a 106,500-ton 
monster, bigger in bulk than 
the largest ocean liner. It will 
be able to carry enough gaso- 
line to run all the automobiles 
in the United States for more 
than eight hours. And builders 
now talk of a  120,000-ton 
tanker. 

Canal To Remain Vital 

These figures might create a 
belief the Suez canal will be 
obsolete. But the hard fact is 
that the reverse is true. Ship- 
pers and oil men acknowledge 
that no matter how swift the 
race for enormous ships, the 
canal will remain vital to Eu- 
rope for years. The best the 
huge ships can do is ease Eu- 
rope’s present heavy reliance 
on the canal in a potentially 
hostile land. 

The ultra-tanker is only a 
part answer. The rest—energy 
from other sources, more oil 
discoveries, new pipelines—is 
in the distant future. Mean- 
while most of the world fleet 
will long remain in the category 
of ships which cannot eco- 
nomically make the long runs 
to avoid the canal. 

What Nasser did was to set 
off a race which gluts the 
world’s shipyards with orders 
for tankers. Every free world 
shipyard is booked to capacity 
for years. 

As of now, the free world’s 
tanker fleet is nearing 2700 
vessels totaling 44,500,000 long 
tons deadweight. (‘All tanker 


figures are deadweight, mean- |, 


ing capacity weight including 
cargo, stores and fuel.\On the 
average there are 315) gallons 
to a long ton of crud@ oil.)

built a far-flung business em- 
pire and a fortune from tankers 
t's a tossup whether he or 
Niarchos is the bigger operator 
at the moment. 

Ludwig avoids the limelight 
His interests involve a fleet of 
about 1,800,000 tons in opera- 
tion or under construction. He 
owns the biggest tanker afloat, 
'the 85,500-ton Universe Leader, 
built in yards he leased at Kure, 
Japan. He plans as many as 
nine super-giants in the over- 
100,000 tons class. 

How Orders Jumped. 


When Britain and France in- 
vaded Egypt last fall, there were 
80 super-tankers in the above 
40,000 tons class under con- 
struction or operating. By 
March, 11 were afloat. But in 
the same month the total under 
construction or on order soared 
to 219—132 for independents, 
87 for oil companies. 

Any tanker over 24,000 tons 
is considered a _ super-tanker. 
Early in 1956 the average tanker 
was 16,930 tons, about the ca- 
pacity of the old T-2 built in 
profusion during World War II. 
Before 1956 was over, the aver- 
age rose to 24,430. Now it is 
32,000. 

Big ships create big problems 
When Niarchos’ World Glory 
was launched, for example, it 
could carry 16,000,000 gallons 
of gasoline, but few terminals 
could handle it or take such 
a big cargo at one time. Since 
then many terminals have. ex- 
panded. Harbor facilities are 
undergoing expansion. Ship- 
yards are enlarging their ways 
to permit construction of 100,- 
000-tonners. 

With the boom, costs sky- 
rocketed. In 1955 in Japanese 
yards, the cheapest, it cost $117 
a ton for a tanker. By last fall 
it was $170. Now it’s $260 a ton. 

Luxury For Crews. 

Tanker crews travel in 
luxury. Since a tanker seaman 
spends 95 per cent of his work- 
ing life aboard, today’s ships 
are superbly equipped. He has 
private quarters, tiled showers, 
swimming pool and other recre- 
ation facilities, elevators and 
TV. 

American crewmen are 
highly paid in comparison with

The game I wouldn't play

“The Peck’s bad boy of U. S. tennis today was crowned 
its king.” That’s what a reporter wrote about me after 
I'd won the National Championship in 1948. He was 
right. I'd always been a rebel, always wanting to play 
by my own rules and not by somebody else’s. 

When I was 15, I was ranked the best boy tennis 
player in Southern California. Perry Jones of the 
Southern California Tennis Association, which was 
turning out scores of fine players, asked me to join his 
program. But when he found out I'd quit high school 
at 14, he told me I couldn’t join unless I went back to 
school. I refused. 

In. 1945 I went into the Navy. Still rebelling, I 
spent a week in the brig for going AWOL. When I 
left the Navy in 1947, my father told me to go back to 
school, take a job or get out of the house. I got out. 

At 19, I entered the Southern California tennis 
championships (without an invitation) and reached 
the quarter-finals. That led to a number of bids to 
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other tournaments. I knew I was allowed to accept ex- 
pense money for only eight a year — so, of course, I 
took money for 10. 

Though I gave back the extra money, I was sus- 
pended from amateur tennis. It was then that Perry 
Jones said to me, “Pancho, on the court you insist 
your opponent follow the rule book. So do you. That’s 
the only way tennis can be played. But don’t you think 
rules are just as important for living?” 

Gradually I came to realize what he meant. I saw 
that I'd been pretty foolish, trying to prove I was above 
the rules. Nobody is. 

So I began cooperating with the officials. My sus- 
pension was dropped. Soon I was invited to better 
tournaments and played against better opponents. My 
game improved; finally I became National Champion. 

But I'm pretty sure that never would have hap- 
pened if I hadn’t learned that “playing the game” first 
means playing ball with your fellow man. *

He was 
Tom Nabbe (rhymes with abbey), a 
local 12-year-old. Day after day he 
beseeched Disney for “any kind of a 
job here.” 

Persistence paid off. “After I got 
Tom Sawyer Island finished,” Disney 
says, “I got the idea of having a real 
Tom Sawyer on the place. Naturally I 
thought of Nabbe. He. was friendly, 
bright — and he sure looked the part.” 

Next thing Tom knew, he’d been 
signed up as a sort of child actor with 
the title of guest-relations assistant. 
Since then he’s worked as a guide and 
ticket-taker on Tom Sawyer Island. 

In a year and a half, he estimates, 
“I’ve talked to almost 4 million kids 
and grown-ups. I’ve baited fishhooks 
for the people. I've posed for pictures. 
I've taken thousand of folks through 
Injun Joe’s Secret Cave, Lookout Point 
and Fort Wilderness. And I’ve an- 
swered a million questions.” 

The five most frequent questions: 

1) Who are you supposed to be — 
Tom Sawyer or Huckleberry Finn? An- 
swer: Tom Sawyer. 

2.) How many freckles do you have? 


Answer: Just one — the others are de 
scendants. 

3) The clothes you wear— are the 
your own? Answer: No, my costume is 
provided by Disneyland. 

4) How many fish in this lake? An 
swer: If you're lucky, a lot. If youre 
unlucky, not so many. 

5) What’s your setup here? An 
swer: I work five days a week from 
9:00 to 5:30. During school I work 
only on week ends. 

In the first year, Tom spent all his 
spare time on the various Disneyland 
rides. Now that he’s approaching 14. 
however, he’s a bit jaded. So he’s mak 
ing a “serious study of the amusement 
business.” 

“Mr. Disney and me,” he explains, 
“have conferences every few weeks. He 
asks me if I have any suggestions and 
I tell him. The escape from the fort and 
the tree house, those are two of my sux 
gestions. I got a lot more.” 

Tom’s family, which includes three 
younger sisters, has learned to live with 
his career. But at school he’s regarded 
as a minor celebrity. 

“Every day,” he says, “a hundred 
kids ask me to use my influence with 
Mr. Disney to get them jobs.

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
UIDED MISSILES are the weapon of the future. 
Today our armed services are testing them — 
as they have for several years — with an eve 

to constant improvement, even greater deadliness 

against any potential enemy. But what happens if, 
during a test, something goes wrong and the missile 
suddenly becomes “unguided”? 

You read about such things every so often. Two 
years ago there was a case at Ft. Meade, near here. A 
Nike — one of the big ground-to-air missiles cur- 
rently being emplaced around major U.S. cities — got 
an unexpected short-circuit and catapulted onto the 
busy Baltimore-Washington Parkway. Not long after, 
a stubby Regulus soared out of control over Death 
Valley; the pilot in the accompanying control plane 
touched a button, and the Regulus plunged into a Cali- 
fornia orange grove. Across the continent, a Matador 
headed crazily for Miami, Fla.; again the “Destroy” 
button was pushed, and the wounded “bird” Cas mis- 
sile men call them) spun into the Atlantic. 

Tomorrow morning your newspaper may tell of an- 
other runaway missile, newest hazard of the air age. 
But why do they go wild? Could one smash into your 
neighborhood? When the Nikes get atomic warheads, 
could another one misfire and blow up a whole city? 

For the first time, here is the story behind the mis- 
guided missiles. 


Only Casualty: One Cow 


Of roughly 3,000 missile firings by the Army, Navy 
and Air Force, remarkablv few have gone amok. Prop- 
erty damage has been negligible. The only casualty on 
record is a lone cow, killed in Florida. 

Before the Air Force launched the first missile at its 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., testing range, mathematicians 
carefully calculated the risks. Their conclusion: The 
chance of a runaway missile’s injuring anyone was 
literally one in a million. 

No missile is launched without painstaking tests 
lasting up to four months. Each component is preci- 
sion-checked. Electrical connections are adjusted to 
perfection; one loose bolt could cause a disastrous short 
circuit. Finally, the missile is put through simulated 
firing runs on the ground. “We hope.to have a maxi- 
mum assurance that the flight will be successful be- 
fore we fly it,” says Maj. Gen. John Medaris, com- 
mander of the Army’s Ballistic Missile Agency. 

Despite these precautions, an occasional missile 
does break loose. Then it must be destroyed before it 
causes damage. Normally it can be downed by push- 
button, which blows off a vital part — but the missile 
also is wired for electronic suicide in case radio con- 
tact is cut off. At the Navy’s Point Mugu, Calif., range, 
for example, the self-scuttler is timed to go off six sec- 
onds after control is lost. 


During each launching, a range safety officer 
watches the missile through a transparent sky screen 
or tracks it on a plotting board. Guide lines show him 
the safe firing path. Should the missile swerve across 
a guide line, he presses the Destroy button. Comments 
a member of the Missile Flight Safety crew at the 
Army’s White Sands, N.M., proving grounds: “You're 
more likely to get hit by an automobile at the nearest 
town than by one of our missiles.” 

To prevent another Nike accident, the Army now 
has given this missile all sorts of electronic safeguards. 
A short-circuit no longer can trigger it; instead, it 
would set off flashing red lights and hooting horns. 
Nor could an atomic warhead go off by mistake. Even 
after the Nike is launched, its warhead can’t be deto- 
nated except by special controls. 

“The most remarkable fact about wrong-way mis- 
siles,” claims one expert, “is that there aren’t more of 
them.” But what causes the exceptions? There was the 
Snark, for example, that disappeared into the South 
American jungle; and the Matador that rambled over 
the Rockies. How did they escape the push-button? 

The most frequent cause of missile failures is radio 
trouble. Once radio contact is broken, the missile is 
on its own. The trouble usually is simple: a tube burns 
out, vibration loosens a connection, the missile’s own 
exhaust gases may interfere with radio reception. 
Freak accidents even have been attributed to radio 
interference from Latin American “hams.” 

If the Russians ever learned the frequencies our 
guided missiles use, they could jam the controls or 
even detonate the emergency explosives. Conceivably 
Soviet subs are trying this right now off Florida. 

The Air Force blames a vibration-wrenched connec- 
tion, however, for the Snark’s spectacular South Amer- 
ican getaway. It was supposed to turn around at 
Puerto Rico, but wouldn’t respond to the frantic con- 
trol signals. The Destroy button also had no effect. 

As for the Matador lost in the Rockies, it was testing 
a secret gadget that apparently upset the guidance 
mechanism. It, too, refused to respond to the double-

destruction system. “We don’t expect all our new in- 
novations to work,” explains an Air Force general. 
“After all, that's why we hold tests.” 

Sometimes a tiny flaw can cause a tremendous 
blow-up. Consider the Air Force's historic attempt last 
January to fire its first 3,000-mile ballistic missile, the 
big bullet-shaped Thor. It took off with an impressive 
roar -— and traveled exactly 8 inches. A tiny valve had 
been sucked into the fuel line, choking off the flow. 

The Army's 3,000-mile missile, the Jupiter, did 
only slightly better on its first test. It took off nicely. 
Then, apparently, a short in the guidance system set 
off the self-destruction system. Still in sight, the great 
missile exploded and splashed into the ocean. 


Those “Snark-infested Waters” 


A variety of other causes has been reported for 
mishrings. One missile ran out of fuel because the 
engineer didn't notice how much had been used dur- 
ing warm-up. Others have gyrated in flight because 
the center of gravity changed as they burned up fuel. 
Sometimes the boosters cling to the missile after take- 
off, causing a drag. 

By no means all the wrong-way missiles have been 
reported. Two Regulus II’s recently slammed into 
Death Valley. Earlier, a Regulus I plowed into a pas- 
ture, frightening a horse into jumping a fence; the 
farmer was told it was an airplane crash. So many un- 
publicized Snarks have plunged into the ocean around 
Cape Canaveral that workers jokingly refer to “Snark- 
infested waters.” 

Missiles being as tricky as they are, such things are 
only to be expected. The first modern missile, the fa- 
mous V-2, was launched at Peenemunde, Germany, 
in early 1942. Its tests thereafter were little short of 
weird. That first V-2 soared high above Peenemunde; 
then the motor stalled and it toppled into the sea. 
Another stood upright in the air and began moving 
sideways, spraying fire over the buildings below; it 
finally waltzed out to sea still on end. Hitler himself 
stormed into Peenemunde to witness the fourth firing. 
It was perfect — the only one of the first eight that 
could be called even successful. 

The first American missile, the Viking, similarly 
failed five of its first 12 tests. But from these precari- 
ous beginnings the guided missile has come a long 
way. Currently the ultimate is the terrible Interconti- 
nental Ballistics Missile, the Atlas, which will be able 
to pack a hydrogen warhead across the Atlantic in 30 
minutes. 

The Atlas now is ready for its first tests. What if it 
misfires? The answer is simple: It too will be wired 
for destruction in case of need. 

“The public has nothing to fear from missiles, 
guided or unguided,” says a Navy admiral. Then, after 
a significant pause, he adds: “...in peacetime.”

Old people 
with problems

One of the best pieces of news in medicine today is that 
the common signs of mental decline in older people 
can be lessened or even stopped in eight out of 10 cases. 
[t would be absurd to deny that people do get old, body 
and mind do slow up. But what you and I have heard 


referred to as “senility” -—~ memory loss, grouchiness, 
fear, periods of melancholy —is largely unnecessary. 


If you are one of the millions of Americans now re 
sponsible for an elderly parent or relative, you should 
know that there is a new solution for the mental-health 
problems that sometimes accompany aging. Basicalls 
the technique is very simple. It involves letting aging 
persons “talk out” their problems in properly directed 
informal get-togethers. Doctors call it “group psycho 
therapy.” | 

For years it has been employed in a host of mentally 
ill persons, in and out of hospitals_But its use with the 
aging those in their 70s, 80s and even 90s is a 
revolutionary development which started about seven 
vears ago and now is spreading across the U.S.

Of course, no single form of therapy 
works in every case. But group psycho- 
therapy — working out emotional con- 
flicts with others who are in much the 
same boat — can help the older person 
adjust to the shocks of growing old. 

Consider the case of a woman of 86 
whom we'll call Mrs. Brown. Her family 
felt she should be in a mental hospital 
because she was “going senile.” Mrs. 
Brown seemed to be losing her memory. 
She was neglecting personal hygiene. 

When she was admitted to Norristown 
(Pa.) State Hospital, Mrs. Brown was dis- 
turbed, withdrawn, vague. First we gave 
her necessary medical attention to build 
her up. Then she joined a therapeutic 
group — a kind of study class composed 


of other women about her own age. After . 


a week or so, Mrs. Brown “opened up.” 

“There doesn’t seem to: be anything to 
live for,” she told the group. “I felt in the 
way at home — sort of a fifth wheel. I 
lived with my son and daughter-in-law, 
but we were really worlds apart.” 


There were sympathetic murmurings 
from the other women. They had heard 
this story before. Gradually they started 
talking — along with the psychiatrist — 
about Mrs. Brown’s home life. More im- 
portant, they discussed her deep feelings, 
which never before had come out. 

That was the beginning of her return 
to mental health. Within weeks, Mrs. 
Brown was a different person. She stood 
up straight. She had regained her self- 
respect. She became robust, cheerful. 


Adjusted at 88 


And, amazingly, her memory improved. 
Her untidiness disappeared. Today, a lit- 
tle more than a year later, she is back 
home. Her son and daughter-in-law are 
delighted because, at 88, Mrs. Brown is a 
lovable and helpful member of the family 
group. 

That type of treatment success — give 
or take a few details — has been dupli- 
cated in hospitals and centers for the aging

What really happened to Mrs. Brown in 
group therapy? Why could she not have 
achieved the same results at home, with 
the help of her children? 

The answer lies in the fact that by mu- 
tually “talking it out” in a group you 
achieve the priceless gift of seeing yourself 
as you really are, detached from the fanci- 
ful picture of what you think you are. 

That is the key to mental balance. And 
that is what group therapy can help elderly 
people achieve. Vital in such therapy is 
sharing your point of view with others, 
reacting as they have, receiving the bene- 
fit of your neighbors’ insights. These pro- 
duce results. 

Another patient, Miss Lewis, found 
how beneficial such therapy can be. She 
obviously was mentally disturbed. At first, 
in her group, she talked only about other 
patients’ problems. Her comments were 
acid, bitter. 

Then, after several months, she said: 
“Today I’m going to talk about myself. 
You can all relax for a change.” 
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their emotions 


There followed an outpouring of 
deeply concealed emotional feelings that 
started Miss Lewis on the road to recov- 
ery. Gradually she became charming, affa- 
ble, cooperative — and one day she left 
the hospital. She now is living comfortably 
in a foster home. 

As I have said, for all people who live 
beyond middle life — into their 60s and 
older — there is a strong possibility of 
some mental and physical decline. But 
serious emotional disturbance often results 
from lifelong personality conflicts or from 
rejection by relatives and friends. 

Often, emotional turmoil which has ex- 
isted in a person since youth can be cam- 
ouflaged during the busy years of middle 
life. But retirement and comparative in- 
activity can set these conflicts free. At 
times they show up in behavior. 

In such cases, “senile” actions really ex- 
press lifelong emotional problems which 
have finally come to a head. The individ- 
ual fas been “sick” for years, but the 
symptoms appear late in life. 


The Act of Surrender 


There are other important aspects to 
the problem. Because an aging person has 
less strength and vigor than those younger, 
he finds it easier to give in to the will of 
others than to fight back. 

This giving in —— as regards making de- 
cisions and asserting one’s self —— really is 
an act of surrender. And if the aged per- 
son surrenders, he begins to hate himself. 
Out of this self-hate, this turning against 
one’s self, very often come the symptoms 
we associate with senility. 

Right here, group therapy goes to work. 


Tt places the aged person in a setting in 


which he does not have to oppose the will 
of others. He is surrounded by sympa- 
thetic, affectionate people who understand 
his problems. 

In short, he can “relate” to the group 
while baring the important emotional 
problems he faces. 

This is doubly important when you 
consider that our American society puts 
its stamp of approval on youth. Advertis- 
ing, TV, movies all emphasize youth. 

This emphasis presents serious prob-

lems for our semior citizens. Often they 
become “old” because they think they are 
old, because they are told over and over 
that when youth is gone there is nothing 
to live for. 

Group therapy can help to reverse this 
process. It actually has led people from 
the idea that old age inevitably means “old 
rocking chair” to the youthful feeling of 
“anything can happen.” 

I remember overhearing two women 
talking in a hospital, just before a group 
therapy session was scheduled to begin. 

“When he comes near, you light up 
like a Christmas tree,” one said. 

“Oh, he’s too old for me,” the second 
exclaimed. ; 

“Mary, why deny it?” said the first 
woman. “Aren’t we old enough to have 
boy-friends? I envy you!” 

This girlish chatter was coming from 
ladies whose average age was 75. Why 
shouldn’t they talk like that, when you 
stop to think of it? Aren’t companionship 
and affection just as important to senior 
citizens as they are to the younger set? 

Many of the patients in that group re- 
turned to their homes after treatment and 
resumed normal, productive lives. Some 
even became wage-earners again. With re- 
gained independence, their feeling of self- 
confidence and capacity to enjoy life has 
been restored. 

So, when someone says to you, “Oh, 
such and such a person is becoming se- 
nile,” stop and think a moment. 

There is real hope for the aged who be- 
gin to show so-called senile tendencies. 
The grouptreatment method offers a 
great deal to countless old people. 

Indeed, we are beginning to discover 
that even among aged patients with real 
brain degeneration, group therapy can 
help bring some happiness and some abil- 
ity to care for themselves. Isn’t that worth- 
while?

SIGNS THAT SHOW WHAT 
GROUP THERAPY MAY DO 


Good results can be expected when: : 

1) The patient forgets current events, 
but remembers remote events. 

2) His personality changes from, say, 
happiness to melancholy, or when a clean 
person becomes slovenly. 

3) He appears preoccupied or be- 
comes absent-minded. 

4) He says he feels useless, shows lit- 
tle interest in friends, isolates himself or 
says he feels excluded. 

5) He becomes very talkative or very 
withdrawn. 

6) He shows little interest in food (al- 
though this may be entirely physical). 

7) He says he is frightened and cannot 
sleep. 

Faw results: 

1) When he is hostile, unfriendly and 
contankerous. 

2) When he displays increased inter- 
est in children and displays childish be- 
havior. 

3) When he indulges in fantasies and 
begins to believe that such daydreams are 
real. 

4) When his thoughts are garbled and 
he is occasionally incoherent. 

5) When he hoards sundry items — 
mostly useless — believing that they will 
“come in handy someday.” | 

6) When he is excessively restless or 
excessively overactive. 

Generally poor results: 

1) When he is only sporadically able 
to recognize relatives and friends. 

2) When he tends to wander about 
and get lost. 

3) When he complains constantly of 
aches and pains and feels that he is being 
persecuted. 

4) When he believes he is being 
robbed or “put upon” constantly. .

DORIS DAY: Having branched out into film work (above), she can be 
a bit philosophical about the trend to male singers. “Somehow,” she 
observes, “the girls don’t seem to be getting the right material.” 
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If you follow popular records, you may be 
aware of a current oddity in the field: al- 
most without exception, the. best-selling 
singers are men. What, you may wonder 
has become of Doris Day, Dinah Shore, 
Rosemary Clooney, Jo Stafford — all the 
gals who used to make the hit parade week 
after week? 

PARADE has been asking that question of 
some of the people directly involved. Here 
is what they have to say: 

“It's very simple.” That's Doris Day talk- 
ing. “Most of the record buyers right now 
are teen-aged girls, and they’re most inter- 
ested in male vocalists.” 

Adds Rosemary Clooney: “There are 
hundreds of fan clubs in this country, and 
practically all of the members are girls. 
When their idols like Elvis Presley, Pat 
Boone or Tab Hunter come out with a rec- 
ord, the girls flock to the record shops.” 

Randy Wood, 39-year-old Tennessean 
who recently sold his fabulously successful 


Dot Record Company to Paramount Pic- 
tures for $3,000,000, doesn’t agree. He 
thinks the music business is cyclical and 
the girl vocalists will come back strong. 

“People say,” Wood claims, “that I struck 
it rich with Boone and Hunter. Sure, Tab’s 
first record, Young Love, sold 1,600,000 
copies in January. But people somehow for- 
get that last year I recorded Gail Storm 
singing | Hear You Knockin’, and that it 
sold 700,000 copies. I think the trend now- 
adays is towards hits, not sexes.” 

Years ago, when the female vocalists 
were on top, did that signify more men than 
women were buying records? 

Says Voit Gilmore, vice president of Cap- 
itol Records: “All we know is that kids be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 16 currently buy 
the most single records in the U.S. Boys in 
this age bracket spend most of their spare 
time on sports, paper routes, assorted hob- 
bies. Girls, on the other hand, listen to 
records. 


TAB HUNTER: Young Love is a 
top hit for him—and Sonny James. 


PAT BOONE: He’s been big with 
Don’t Forbid Me and Anastasia. 


“During World War II,” Gilmore con- 
tinues, “when young men were cooped up 
by the thousands in Army camps and didn’t 
have too much to do, they concentrated on 
listening to the Andrews Sisters and other 
girl vocalists. Now the tide has turned. It 
can just as easily switch tomorrow if a 
couple of girls latch on to hits. At the mo- 
ment, anything can happen.” 

And anything is. Today practically every 
male movie star with a bobby-sox following 
has made or is planning to make records. 
Among them are Jeff Chandler, Tony Cur- 
tis, Sal Mineo, Jerry Lewis, Charlton 
Heston, Bob Mitchum and Robert Wagner. 

One recording company even is flirting 
with the idea of signing up ex-President 
Harry Truman and President Dwight Eisen- 
hower. “If we could get Truman to sing 
Missouri Waltz on one side,” one executive 
says wistfully, “and Eisenhower to sing God 
Bless America on the other, we'd sell a 
billion.” a

SCORING: Give yourself 10 points for 
each “Yes.” If you score 190 or. more, 
vou're a rare bird with an astonishing ca- 
pacity for doing the right thing in a crisis. 
lf from 160 to 180, you keep your head 
well in a crisis — maybe better than you 
think. A score below 120 indicates a crisis 
may give you real trouble. 


WHAT YOUR SCORE REVEALS: While 
all the questions have psychological value, 
some are more important than others in 
revealing personal qualities. In particular, 
note the following: 

Question 1 tells whether you keep cool 
under stress. Don’t worry if you don’t. 
Psychologists say that if you get nervous 
in an emergency you may cope with it 
just as well as the fellow who never gets 
ruffled. 

A “Yes” answer. to Question 2 shows 
that when you're in a crisis you don't 


freeze — you act. Wife B understood 
that to survive under stress -you have to 
do something. If you sit and wring your 
hands, the emotional impact is much 
harder to bear. 

Question 4 helps show how decisive you 
are. To hold your own under pressure, you 
must make decisions and stick by them. 

A “Yes” on Question 6 indicates that 
you are readily alarmed — which isn’t 
necessarily bad. In a crisis, speed and 
firmness mean more than calmness. 

Your answer to Question 9 suggests 
how you may make out in a situation that’s 
unfamiliar. If you expect to enjoy retire- 
ment, that indicates you're not afraid to 
try something you've never tried before. 
Some people manage well only if they're 
doing what's customary or familiar; in a 
crisis, they lose their heads. | 

If you said “Yes” to Question 10, you're 
able to make clear choices. The crux of 
many stress situations is that they con- 
front you with two alternatives. For ex- 
ample, say you can get a better job if you 
move to a distant city. But moving would 
make your wife unhappy — she likes 
where she lives now. To resolve your prob- 
lem, you must be able to size up both sides 
and make a firm decision. 

Question 12 indicates whether you 
have an open mind. If you think it’s all 
right for a woman to propose, you prob- 
ably have flexibility —a key quality in 
meeting stress successfully. 

If you said “Yes” to Question 13, you 
tend to think other people are honest with 
‘you. Some people assume everyone is try- 
ing to take advantage of them. They usu- 


‘ally can’t cope with stress because they 


fear others will outsmart them. 

If your reply to Question 16 was “No, 
it may be a cue that you feel mistreated. 
When your ego is easily bruised, you can't 
hold up well under pressure. 

Your answer to Question 17 shows how 
secure you are in your relationships with 
others. You'll meet stress better if you 
think other people like and respect you. 

Question 18 deals with concentration. 
If you are too easily distracted by what 
others are doing, you may not be able to 
act in an emergency. 

If you said “Yes” to Question 20 you're 
probably the sort of person who looks be- 
fore he leaps. This is crucial in meeting 
stress. Many people fail in a crisis because 
thev act too rashly. Psychologists say they 
feel insecure or unsettled — so they rush 
into action without thinking. 

A “No” on Question 23 indicates you're 
not basically optimistic — yet that quality 
is valuable in a crisis. You don’t have 
to think everything is just marvelous, but 
you should have the feeling that some- 
thing good can happen to you. Under 
stress, you'll have the “plus” of feeling that 
you'll make out all right, no matter what. @

HERE IS CONSIDERABLE EVIDENCE that the 
hodgepodge of local governmental units in the 
St. Louis metropolitan area cannot adequately 
meet the needs of a growing population. But how 
do the people feel? Do they think their needs are 
being met properly or not? Do they think the pres- 
ent setup is about right, or do they want some 
changes? And if they favor change, what types? 
Leaders of the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey 
(charged with recommending appropriate improve- 
ments in local governmental structure) think the 
answers to these questions are so important that 
$50,000 of the survey's $300,000 budget is being 
spent in an effort to get them. The $50,000 is buy- 
ing what John C. Bollens, chief executive officer and 
research director for the survey, describes as “the 
most comprehensive study of the people's attitudes 
toward government ever undertaken in a metro- 
politan area.” 
Preparations for the elaborate pulse- taking 
started early last fall with the drafting of a 24- page

N AN AVERAGE of 40 times a day, the 
Animal Protective Association of Missouri, 
which is the humane society of St. Louis 
County, orders its ambulances to the aid of ani- 
mals in distress. In many of the cases, the ani- 
mals are being dispossessed by their masters 
and the association helps locate new homes. 
About a third of the calls are to assist injured 
or sick creatures. any of these come from mo- 
torists who stand by awaiting Car No. 500 or its 
counterpart, Car No. 600. (An estimated half of 
the motorists who cause injuries to animals do not 
stop.) The field officers give what first aid they 
can and take the animals to the nearest clinic. 
Approximately 1700 cats—one had been aloft 
nine days—were rescued from treetops last year.

About 600 possums frighten county residents 
every year, have to be removed to a more natural 
habitat. The most dreaded calls are for dogs 
feared to be rabid (almost 500 suspects last year) 
and overturned stock trucks (about three a year). 
In 1956, 16,325 dogs and 10,558 cats were 
taken to the shelter for adoption. Finding homes 
for older dogs is vexing, but there is no trouble 
settling puppies, kittens, odd animals. One man 
recently came in seeking a kitten, went away with 
a bull calf. Another person wound up with two 
skunks instead of a dog. Greatest gratification 
for staff members is in reuniting stray animals and 
owners. Last year there were 1638 such cases. 
“That makes us feel like we've accomplished 
something,” says Field Supervisor James Ray.

ALIFORNIA narcotics authorities spent eight 
months carefully planning a trap for a suspected 
dope peddler. When the trap was sprung they 

caught a Sacramento butcher they described as the 
biggest narcotics peddler in northern California. In 
his possession were 13 ounces of pure heroin, wrap 

in colored foil to resemble Easter eggs. It had a po- 
tential retail value of $350,000. 

A narcotics agent, posing as a big-time racketeer, 
made arrangements to purchase the heroin from 
Christopher De Ollas, who had boasted he could sup- 
py any amount on a day’s notice. The agent met 

Ollas, accompanied him to a San Francisco hotel 

room and paid him $7000 in marked bills for the drug, 
which De Ollas had hidden in an Easter basket. 

Moments after the purchase was made, other nar- 
cotics agents and police burst into the room and 
arrested the meat cutter. 


De Ollas continues to struggle with Ohlsen as another 
narcotics agent holds the confiscated heroin. De Ollas 
was charged with possession and sale of narcotics.

N THE AIR CONDITIONING of a bus, additions con- 

| siderably outweigh the subtractions. About the 
only thing the vehicle loses is a chunk of its rear 
roof. Into this hole is fitted the cooling unit weighing 
several hundred pounds. The bus is also provided 
with an air duct that runs almost the length of the 
roof, ceiling grills through which cool air enters the 
interior and a sizable quantity of insulating material. 
This work is being done on an assembly line 
basis at the Public Service Company's automotive 


shops at 3869 Park avenue. There, a crew of metal- 


workers, electricians, repairmen and painters is daily 
engaged solely in air conditioning busses. The metal- 
workers are occupied in fabricating necessary new 
parts on special jigs. 

A bus is on the assembly line for four days, then 
in the paint shop for two. Installation of new equip- 
ment is being completed at the rate of about one bus 
a day. The cost of air conditioning each bus is in 
the neighborhood of $3000. 

By June 6 there will be 100 express busses in 
readiness to take the heat off St. Louis riders. Seven 
of 19 express lines will be completely air conditioned 
—Lemay, Southside, Affton, Manchester, Kirkwood, 
Delmar and Northside. If the company feels this sum- 
mers expansion is successful, it plans to air condition 
other express lines in 1958. 

The Public Service Company decided to air con- 
dition half of its express bus fleet this year because 
of favorable public response to an experiment last 
summer in which two air-cooled busses were rotated 
on all express routes. This year St. Louis will have 
more air-conditioned busses than any other city.

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NE OF THE BITTEREST PROXY FIGHTS in the long series 
of battles for big corporations is holding the attention of 
American business and financial centers. At stake is 

control of the 127- year-old Fairbanks, Morse & Co., a heavy 
machinery firm of Chicago with sales of $135,000,000 annually. 
Trying to wrest control from the Morse family is Leopold D. 
Silberstein, a 52-year-old German refugee who is head of 
the Penn - Texas Corporation, a holding company. 

Robert H. Morse Jr., president of the firm bearing the fam- 
ily name, has filed suit in federal court contending that the 
stock held by Silberstein was obtained illegally through Swiss 
banks. The suit seeks to enjoin Silberstein from voting a 
single share. Because Penn - Texas in the past five years has 
acquired 15 independent companies, many of them electronics, 
aircraft and heavy machinery firms, Silberstein’'s activities 
have come under the scrutiny of federal agencies. 

The battle between Silberstein and the Morses came to a 
showdown at the annual stockholders’ meeting. It assumed 
some aspects of a cloak-and-dagger affair when share- 
holders were followed furtively by agents of the contending 
parties to learn in advance how they might vote. Some cast 
their ballots silently to foil subpena servers. The showdown 
proved inconclusive, however. Although Silberstein claimed 
more than half of the 1,371,190 shares —a claim dismissed by 
Morse as “phony as a $3 bill’’— Silberstein’s position will not_ 
be determined by the court for several weeks.

To Get Rid of Your Blues, 
He Says, Just Try Singing

HOLLYWOOD, April 6. 


— DISCOVERED the most logical way to overcome the present world tension,” 


Gordon MacRae said. “Just sing!” 


“Any time | feel blue, tense, or 
plaqued by worries,” he went on serious- 
ly, “lt start to sing and feel good again. 
It has a wonderfully relaxing effect that 
makes me better able to cope with 
problems. More people should fry it.” 


Not many of us have MacRae's voice, 
but the handsome, 36-year-old actor- 
singer says that doesn't matter. You 
can squeak a tune, gurgle it or rasp, 
just so you sing. 


Certainly singing has been good to 


MacRae. He's come a long way since 
he was a page boy at NBC's Radio 
City studio in New York: a top Holly- 
wood actor who scored heavily as the 
male singing lead in “Oklahoma” and 
"Carousel," a radio performer, star of 
his own television show last summer, 
and non-singing host of NBC-TV's popu- 
lar Lux Video Theater colorcasts (KSD- 
TV, 9 p.m. Thursdays.)

ONCE IN A WHILE he appears in a 
Video Theater drama himself, but not 
too often. ‘Television is a great big 
Monster,’ he explained, smiling. “It can 
devour a star's popularity in no time 
at all. That's why my deal with Video 
Theater calls for me to make only 10 
acting appearances in two years, which 
helps avoid the risk of over-exposure.” 

He may well be underestimating him- 
self. A well-built, personable man, five 
feet I! inches tall, trim at 175 pounds, 
Gordon radiates energy and poise, qual-

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have led him up the ladder with con- 
s@tent success. 


“Fortune has really been kind to me,” 
he said.

MACRAE WANTED to get near the 
scene of big-time radio. Taking a cal- 
culated risk, he wangled a job as a 
page boy at NBC Radio City, and the 
gamble paid off. Horace Heidt, the 
bandleader, heard the young man sing 
during one of Gordon's off-duty periods 
and offered him a job as a singer with 
his orchestra. That was in 1940, when 
Gordon was only 1!9. 


Later Gordon won a leading part in a 
Broadway play, “Junior Miss," sang in 
Ray Bloch’s radio chorus in New York, 
and landed a radio program that Frank 
Sinatra had given up. Then, after a 
three-year hitch in the Army Air Corps. 
is star resumed its rise. His biggest 


break came in 1948 when he was siqned 
to sitar in radio's “The Railroad Hour,” 
in which he played a different character 
each week. His career since then has 
been varied, with starring roles in movies 
and more and more work in television. 

In spite of the increasing demand on 
his time, MacRae is-very much a family 
man.
